ANNEXATION TO CHICAGO. 


The Questien of Sewers. Discussed by an 
Old Subscriber. 

Cuicaco, Feb. 23—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.|—A copy of an amendment to the An- 
nexation bill which was rejected at the meet- 
ing of the Legislature Tuesday afternoon 
reuds as Iollows: 

When the whole of a city, village, or meorpo- 
rated town, or part ofthe same, is annexed to 
another city, village, or incorporated town under 
the provisions of this act and within such ter- 
ritory so annexed sewers were before such an- 
nexation laid or built by special assessment, 
then in such case the city, village, or incorporat- 
ed town to which such territory is annexed may 
continue to lay or build sewers or establisn a 
Grainage system by drainage districts within 
such annexed territory by special assessment if 
it shall so elect. 

The rejection of such an amendment shows 
conclusively, it seems to me, that the object 
of the members and others who are active ip 
the matter is to have the sewerage of their 
prairie and swamp lands done at the expense 
of city property. The city has within its 
present limits over 300 miles of unsewered 
territory, having up to date 492 miles of 
sewers. 

The system of sewers was begun in 1856. 
Thus, if it has taken thirty-two years to con- 
struct 40 miles, it is easy to see that the com- 
pao is far off. Hyde Park requires about 

miles of sewers in addition to what it has, 
which have been done by special assessment. 
Lake View has about sixty miles made by 
- al assessment and will require nearly 

miles more. Cicero has no sewers, I am 
advised. The Town of Lake has sixty-two 
and one-half miles built by special assess-

People here know that this “honorable, 
high-toned gentleman” is distinguisned for 
nothing but being tne son of the famous old 
Rebel, John C. Breckinridge, and for not 
paying his debts.

RECKLESS OF HUMAN LIFE 

Eight days ago the guard-gates at the State 
and Sixteenth stréet crossing were broken 
down by the runaway team of a drunken 
hackman. It is quite possible that this mis- 
hap may not have been reported to the chief 
officers of the IIlinois Central. Some sub- 
ordinate may have thought it a matter of 
little consequence, or may have thought it 
was the pusiness of the hackmanto make 
good the damage he had done, and de- 
termined to let the gates go broken till he 
paid over the money with which to mend 
them. Last Wednesday a train belonging to 
one of the roads using the Sixteeath street 
tracks ran into a cable train. That several 
persons were not killed and maimed was que 
only to the intelligence of the engineer of 
the freight train. The accident was appar- 
ently due to the incompetence of the old 
watchman who had been put on duty at the 
crossing, with a choice assortment of colored 
lamps, till such time as the hackman saw fit 
to mend the gates. 

This mishap, where almost by a miracle no 
lives were lost, was published in all the pa- 
pers, ana thereby official notice was served 
on the officers of the Illinois Central, and 
also on the City Board of Public Works, that 
the gates, which the ordinance required to be 
in working order, were disabled. One would 
think that there would have been a strife be- 
tween the railroad and the city people to see 
which should reach the ground first—the one 
to mend the gates, the other to order it done. 
But there are no outward and visible signs 
‘that either of them stirred a stump. Each 
may have thought it was the other’s busi- 
ness. Kach may have said “ it is oneof those 
newspaper exaggerations.” 

Consequently day before yesterday there 
was another accident, also without loss of 
life, owing mainly to the fact that there 
were no persons on the cable car that was 
run into. Since the crossing is generally 
used, and as State street is filled with cable 
cars, it is a mere question of time, unless 
those gates are repaired, when there will be 
a smash-up which will not be as bloodless as 
those that preceded it. If the South Side 
street railway company cannot force the 
railroad or the city to make the crossing 
safe it ought to protect itself and put on 
more flagmen there, It transporte several 
million people a vear and ought to do what 
it can to protect their lives. Furthermore, it 
would be cheaper. since it now has a car 
smashed up every day orso. It is too much 
to expect that the Illinois Central after its 
course in disregarding tne first casualty will 
goto the expense of $25 or $50 for the fixing 
of those gates.

RAILROAD PROMOTIONS FOR PUBLIC OF- 
FICERS. 

Now that the railroad Presidents have per- 
fected their agreement to “ pool their issues 
it becomes necessary to select an executive 
head for the board which is to perform the 
important duty of throttling competition and 
maintaining rates. Commissioner Walker of 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission bas 
been selected to discharge this function, and 
his acceptance is awaited with anxiety. The 
railroads offer Mr. Walker a much larger sal- 
ary than be receives from the Government, 
and if he could be assured a permanent en- 
gagement the temptation would doubtless be 
great to leave the service of the public for 
that of a master who pays higher. The un- 
certainty whether the railroad combine will 
endure for six months or even three may 
well cause Mr. Walker to hesitate. It is, of 
course, Mr. Walker's privilege to do as he 

pleases in the matter, but if he would deciine 
the tendered promotion on other grounds 
than those personal to himself it could scarce-

Tucker’s edition of Blackstone, which is 
now one of tne first books put in the bands 
of the law student, says in disctssing the ju- 
dicial tenure of office: “Judges ought not 
only to be incapabie of holding any other of- 
fice at the same time, but even of appoint- 
ment to any but a judicial office; for the 
hope of favor is always more alluring and 
generally more dangerous than the fear of 
offending.” Yet by the Gould practice Fed- 
eral Judges have been taught to look to the 
railroads for higher salaries and to indulge 
the alluring hope of favor” without any 
“fear of offending” the people, since 
the latter could not complain if a Judge 
left fheir service to get better pay 
elsewhere. Nevertheless, the effect of 
the courts has been bad. It will be the same 
with the Inter-State Board if its members 
resign to enter the service of railroads and 
it becomes understood that the Commission- 


ers look to corporate favor for promotion 


and advancement. Beyond a doubt, one of 
the reasons why the Federal Supreme Court 
stands so high in pubiic contidence is the 
fact that its members never resigu to accept 
promotions from the railroads. Consequently 
they cannot be suspected of boping for favor 
from the corporations. A Uke practice in 
other tribunals would tend to secure them in 
public confidence, but, of course, it is tne 
privilege of Judges and Commussioners to 
consult their own interests and accept pro- 
motions from the corporations if they see fit. 


ARE PARTIES NOT BOUND BY CONSCIENCE? 

In his life of Edmund Burke John Morley, 
after Mr. Gladstone the most important fig- 
ure in Liberal politics in Great Britain, says 
that Cabinets are bound to give the country 
the hiehest current morality of the time. At 
the time Morley wrote this volume his party 
was in a desperate struggie with the Parneil- 
ites on the one side and the Tories on the 
other. He was speaking not of hisown party, 
not his own time; but of that period when, 
dealing with great problems which solved 
themselves without the help of politi- 
cians, Burke, Fox, Pitt, and the galaxy of 
great minds that shone in the second half 
of the iast century. were resplendent 
in the sphere of statesmanship. The ques- 
won implied in the assertion is one 
over which moralists will dispute with 
even 80 moral a politician as Morley. Mor- 
ality in politics may or may not be an absolute 
term, according to the significance attached 
to the words. For example, a great uumber 
of American citizens were profounaly per- 
suaded that slavery was wrong. They be- 
lieved that it was the duty of Lincoin to 
abolish it by force as soon as he was sworu 
in as President. Lincoln, on the other hand, 
telt the rigor of his oath to obey the Consti- 
tution. He abhorred slavery. He desired to 
end it. Which took the correct view—the 
emancipators who wanted the evil eliminated 
without regard to solemn obligations or the 
President who waited until emancipation of 
the slave became identified with the preser- 
vation of the country? 

But there are unchangeable moral princi- 
ples which cannot be altered to suit party ex- 
igencies. Parties are congeries of individu- 
als. Individuals canuot shake off obvious 
and permanent moral obligations by becom- 
ing members of parties. The responsibility 
of party leaders, especially when placed in 
positions of power involving absolute trust, 
is greater manifestly than that of their indi- 
vidual followers. The loosest political mo- 
rality would not grant that a policy aiming 
at the perpetuity of lease in Cabinet places 
should be organized upon methods known in 
advance to be dishonest, and calculated, if 
persisted in, to do to individuals wrong which, 
if attempted by individuais, would bring the 
undertakers under penalty of law for crime. 
When such injustice is done by parties 
it is the more heinous because parties 
cannot be arraigned in courts and 
sent to penitentiaries. It is no com- 
fort at the present hour of his already mor- 
ally won vindication for Mr. Parnell to 
know that his reputation has been biackened, 
so far as it was in the power of his enemies 
to blacken it, oily transitorily. He knows 
with far greater assurance of truth that in suf- 
fering them to disclose their own turpitude 
his health has been grievously impaired, his 
private fortune squandered, his country held 
up to the contumely of the world, and his 
own peace ruined. He is absolutely without 
remedy. He cannot compel the Tories to 
recoup him for his legal expenses. He is 
poweriess to assail even in the House of 
Commons any of his political foes as re- 
sponsible for the atrocious treatment to 
which he and his colleagues have been sub- 
jected. 

Political history, black as it is in Great 
Britain, contains no paraliel for the Parnell 
prosecution. The only episode comparable 
with it is the sloth and indifference with 
which Pitt and Greville contemplated the 
abuses and crimesin India after their first 
overwhelming exposure by Burke, and pro- 
ceeded to determine the conduct of the Goy- 
ernment in their regara by reckoning the 
chances of keeping their majority intact 
without taking up the Indian issue. But in 
that their immorality was only passive. In 
the arraignment of Parnell the immorality 
of the Tory leaders, abetted by the baser and 
more truculent Unionists like Chamberlain, 
has been active. Acvording to the testimony 
of the prosecutors letters charged upon Par- 
nell, incriminating him with men whose ideas 
of personal and political conduct he bas never 
tolerated, much less shared, were purchased 
without any real inquiry into their au- 
thenticity. Notorious traffickers in the 
commerce of politics offered them for 
sale, and they were readily, eagerly, 
gratefully purchased. No serious effort was 
ever made to ascertain their true character. 
What is still more monstrous is that the 
Tories knew before the trial began that the 
witness upon whom they relied to sustain the 
damning correspondence was in negotiation 
with the defense, a fact of itself sufficient to 
damn him and throw doubt upon the com- 
modities he had sold. Knowing also perfect- 
ly well that Pigott would go to pieces on the 
witness-stand the Tory prosecutors had the 
wiliful baseness to hold him back to the last, 
trotting out in advance a jong array of other 
perjurers, some of w fabrications, par- 
ticularly those of the Ynformer Le Caron, 
they knew could not be dissipated in an En- 
glish court. That is, the Tories knew that 
tneir case against Paruell was spurious. 
They knew that a brief term of seeming 
vitality could be lent to it by perjury of 
suborned scoundrels before their principal 
criminal would be uncovered in his true 
character. 

It will scarcely be claimed that this is the 
highest current morality of tne time. When 
Gladstone, baving Parnell and his colleagues 
in jail under special coercion legisiation, 
could find no evidence against them they 
were unconditionally released; and within a 
of the political platform from which he had 
sent Parnell into prison. When the Tories, 
dealing with the same body of men and the 
same body of political principles, found they 
could not fight them openly with success and 
by fair means they resorted to foul with no 
more scrupie than the highwayman to the 
pocket of the traveler. It is not perhaps 


3 ii ae is better in that re- 
spect than that of the last century. The net 
general election reveal how much ad- 
vance the Tory masses have made in political 
morals beyond their present discredited and 
dishonest leaders.

MAX O'RELL’S OBSERVATIONS. 

We print elsewhere some extracts from 
Max O’Rell’s book. Jonathan and His Con- 
tinent,” which is just now attracting consid- 
erable attention on the part of the American 
people. In times past we have had abundance 
of comment upon our institutions and habits, 
favorable and unfavorable, from Mrs. Trol- 
lope down to Matthew Arnold, but this is the 
first time, we believe, that a Frenchman has 
had a real good look at us and recorded nis 
impressions. Notwithstanding the radical 
differq@nces between the French and Amer- 
icans in temperament and views of life, the 
former have always been kindly aisposed to 
us, and Max O’Reliis no exception to the 
rule. He has given us a bright, chatty, gar- 
rulous book, and withal a generous one. 
Underneath his good-natured Santer, his 
merriment over our exaggerated ideas, and 
bis astonishment at the peculiarities of some 
of our women, as weil as of our men, there 
runs a vein of kindliness, and the totality of 
his criticism is complimentary. 

It is plain at the outset that Max O’Rell is 
an observer of men and women only, and. 
men and women in so-called society.“ In- 
deed, he takes the pains to tell us he cares 
for little else. He disavows any feeling of 
admiration for scenery or nature, or any 
peochant for politics, statistics, or the eco- 
nomics. He came to this country to see so- 
ciety, and he succeeded in bis purpose, for 
society, knowing that he was coming, took 
care to gratify his desire to the utmost. He 
was received, wined, dined, and petted in 
the best metropolitan society in the country. 
He was the hero of countless dinners, teas, 
lunches, soirées, and conversaziones, the 
guest of clubs of all kinds, and the lion of 
parlors and drawing-rooms. His opportuni- 
ties, therefore, were numerous and varied, 
and he improved them liberally as weil as 
shrewdly, as his book shows. 

The general consensus of American opin- 
ion as to the truth of his observations will 
be that while he makes some funny 
errors in matters of trivial details his 
general view of American man and woman 
kind is extraordinarily correct, and that 
while he has recorded many trite and 
venerabie “ chestnuts’’ he cau be excused on 
that score, as they were new to him and will 
be fresh on the Parisian boulevards. His 
recognition of them indeed is a tribute to the 
French appreciation of the American hu- 
mor of exaggeration as compared with the 
inability of English critics to comprehend 
what it means. With all this it must be con- 
fessed that he hits some of the vulgarities 
and weaknesses of society sharply though 
good-naturedly, and the perusal of them as 
set off by so friendly a critic ought to be salu- 
tary. The rage for money, the unbounded 
freedom of girls, the absence of mod- 
esty, the passion for décolleté toi- 
lets, the vulgar display of diamonds 
on all sorts of occasions, the money flung 
away on dress, the passion for titles and the 
adoration of titled foreigners, the looseness 
of the marriage tie and the freedom of 
divorce, the lack of female adoration for 
man as compared with the male devotion. to 
woman, and man) other peculiarities of our 
women in society are set forth freely. Nor 
is the American man spared. His mad chase 
for money, his restless, pleasureless habit of 
life, his passion for honorary prefixes, and 
his tendency to measure everything by the 
money value are brought out in sharp 
but good-natured style. His keen observa- 
tion has recognized’ the traits of different 
sections with unerring .truth. In fact, in 
this gay little book we have an opportunity 
to see ourselves as others see us, or rather 
as a merry, genial Frenchman sees us, and, 
if the truth must be tola, the French mirror 
gives back a more enjoyable reflection than 
the sarcastic picturesof Trollope and Dickens 
or the glum and censorious ones of Matthew 
Arnold when they held the glass up to 
American society. 


EVERY MAN HIS OWN EXECUTOR, 

Young Hiram Barker of New Hampshire 
contested the will of bis father. The old man, 
who had a large fortune, gave Hiram $5,000-a 
year, aud also provided that if he did not 
get drunk once in the next ten years he 
should have a quarter of a million. Another 
decade of abstiaence would earn him an- 
other quarter, and so on till the whole mill- 
ion had passed into his hands. Hiram 
claimed that his father was weak- minded, 
and, even if he was not, his total abstinence 
notions were carried too far. The jury found 
the father of sound mind, and that his meth- 
od of making sure that the fortune which he 
had accumulated by sobriety should not go 
into the hands of aman who was given to 
drink was legal and praiseworthy. Thus 
Hiram must keep sober for forty years or 
pay a high price for his drinks. 

The jury in the Hull cootested will case 
may not be as willing to let the testator have 
his way. He gave a large fortune to his 
cousin, who had been his housekeeper and 
his right hand in business matters. He 
passed by, without even the customary 
shilling, a number of nephews and nieces 
who had done nothing to merit his displeas- 
ure. As they stood nearer to him than any 
cousin, and as, had he died intestate, the 
property would have gone to them, they feel 
injured and have begun proceedings to set 
aside the will. Success is made possible by 
the fact that juries look with distrust and 
suspicion on any disposition of property 
which varies materially from the statutory 
one, which represents the general concur- 
rence of men as to whut a testator should do. 
When a father disinherits his son, without 
good cause being shown therefor, such as his 
bad habits or the fact that he had already 
had his share, it is one chance lu a thousand 
that the will, if disputed, will not be set 
aside, and the property divided according to 
law. 

There is also an unspoken but none the less 
powerful jealonsy of the “dead hand.” 
There is a feeling that the control of a man 
over his property should cease when he dies. 
He has gone to a place where earthly treas- 
ures areas dross, or where the fortune of a 
bonanza king cannot buy one cup ot cold 
water. Why then should he, being dead, in- 
termeddie with that which only the living 
can enjoy? This sentiment has its influence 
on juries and makes mem all the more will- 
ing to set aside a will which does not conform 
to their notions of what the testator should 
have done. The safest pian, therefore, for 
that man who wants to make sure that his

The drunken, wasteful, proda- 
igal son stands on the same footing with the 


virtuous aud laborious one. But when the. 


testator exergises unwisely the privilege 
which the law gives him then the juries are 
prompt to step in and snatch his estate from 
his nerveless grasp. 


THE FOX HUNT. 
The first grand fox buat in Chicago can 


hardiy be called a howling success. If its 


ridiculous denouement will serve to end the 
miserable business, however, tne fox huat- 
ers will not have exploited their silly flasco 


in vain. The only regret which any well 


disposed person will feel under the circum- 
stances will attach to poor little Reynard, 
who was foully butchered to furnish a holi- 
day for the patriotic hunters who had re- 
solved to pay their respects to the memory of 
the Father of his Country by rushing fran- 
tically about after the corpse of the little 
fellow through the thickets and jungles of 
the South Park. 

In reviewing the incidents of the aay’s 
work one hardly knows how to designate the 
heroes of the day, for each ani every one 
seemed to vie with the other to make 
the occasion as absurd as possible. Ine gen- 
tleman who dragged the body of Reynard 
about found it too cold to follow out his pro- 
gram and deliberately went home across lots 
when he found two hounds who had meanly 
leit the course because they couldn’t follow 
it eating up the corpse at his horse’s tail. 
The berd of hounds who were to make the 
occasion musical with their howling found 
nothing to how! about and soon gave up the 
business, making their way to the comforta- 
ble quarters at the band-stand by the short 
est possible royges, thirty or more of them 
coming indurmg the afternoon with their 
tails at various angles between their legs, as 
if they felt they had been dome something 
for which any dog of ordinary self-respect 
ought to feel ashamed. The hunters them- 
selves rode fast and furiously for half an 
hour, yoicking and horn-blowing, but 
never saw dogs or fox, nor even the 
few fragments which the leader had 
rescued and taken home ‘cross lots. 
The “hunters” came in in picturesque dis- 
order and fanciéd themselves in at the death 
by a wild stretch of the imagination. To 
crown the farce, the hunters, voracious 
after their thrilling ride, resorted to the 
dining-room only to find a miscellaneous 
crowd who had had no part in the dangerous 
chase eating up the victuals which had been 
spread for them. 

In view of the ridiculous denouement it is 
an open question whether the day’s sport 
made compensation for the death of little 
Reynard. He was worthy of a better fate. 
It was a mean advantage which was taken of 
him, for it is now certain that had he been 
given a chance for his life he would have 
nobly earned it, and today would have 
been far away in, some safe cov- 
ert. But, after all, there is some 
compensation in his death. Had Reynard 
been alive and encountered the hunters after 
the dogs lost their scent he might have 
turned upon them and rended them limb 
from limb. There can be little question that 
if the animal had been let ioose he would 
have become infuriated and some dreadful 
casuality would have followed, and today, 
instead of regretting his shameful death, we 
should be called upon to write the obituaries 
of some of those who were making such a 
ridiculous exhibition of themselves. Proba- 
bly not even the dozen policemen who were 
present would have been able to avert the 
disaster. It wasa wise precaution, there- 
fore,to kill him the day before and make it 
moraliy certain that he was dead before the 
chase began. By this stroke of forethought 
their lives have been preserved and they are 
spared to tell the story of the hunt and con- 
gratulate themselves upon their safety. It is 
not likely they will make the attempt again. 
If they do, however, the Humane Society 
must insist that the next Reynard shall not 
be meanly butchered beforehand, but shall be 
let loose regardless of any consequences that 
may happen to those who are pursuing him, 
even though he strew the South Park with 
corpses. ; 


AN INDICTMENT BASED ON SENTIMENT. 

Asaresult of the prolonged agitation of 
the prohibition question in Iowa that State 
is becoming remarkable for the increasing 
activity of women ia its public affairs. Nat- 


urally certain changes in the methods of 


manipulating or managing matters of State 
concern are beginning to appear, and it 
seems that the recent indictment of the Gov- 
ernor of the State and his subjection to a 


criminal prosecution in the courts are pro- 


ceedings largely of feminine inspiration, 
The supposition that this extraordinary 
transaction took its rise in the persomhl or 
partisan malice of members of the grand 
jury does not seem well supported. The 
grand jurors appear to have been gov- 
erned by sympathy with the women who 
appeared before them and asked the indict- 
ment ot the Governor, and the return of a 
true bill was based on that ground father 
than on any hatred the jurors helid for the 
Chief Magistrate of their State. The jurors 
apparently could not refuse anything the 
ladies asked, even though it were the indict- 
ment of the Governor of the State. 

It was not strange that Mrs. Turney and 
the women who codperated with her in try- 
ing toobtain a pardon for her son were great- 
ly aggrieved by the refusal of the Governor 
to grant their petition. When after the re- 
fusal the Governor made public. a paper on 
fie im his office which contained cer- 
tain severe refiections on Mrs. Turney 
it was not remarkable that the wom- 
en, felt that insult had been added 
to injury and decide to arop the 
character of petitioners and take up that of 
prosecutors. Nor in view of the prominent 
part women take in public affairs in Iowa 
was it singular that the petitioners after 
turning prosecutors shouid appear before 
the grand jury and demand the punishment 
of the Governor for the affront he had of- 
fered Mrs. Turney. The astounding thing is 
that the grand jury, after receiving proper 
instructions from the court touching the 
matter, should presume to indict the Gov- 
ernor and subject him to criminal prosecu- 
tion simply because he had made public a 
part of the records of his office. The pro- 
ceeding was entirely improper and calculated 
to biot the good repute of Iowa in quarters 
where the facts of the matter will never be 
fully understood. The only seemly thing to 
ao was to dismiss the complaint, as the grand

Would the court be justi- 
fied in letting him off with a fine instead of 
imprisonment? Plainly if indictments and 
verdicts are to be based on sympathy and 
granted on the demand of aggrieved, hand- 
some, and accomplished women—such as 
Mrs. Turney’s supporters are said to be and 
as the grand jury evidentiy considered them 
—serious Complications may follow. 


Tue Democratic leaders of Missouri are 
becoming seared over the way in which their 
majority in that State is dwindling down 
from 60,000 to almost nothing, and they have 
called a council of war to see if they can de- 
vise any means to check this tendency to Re- 
publicanism. It is doubtful if they can stop 
manifest déstiny. Missouri f nearly sur- 
rounded by Republican States, as she was in 
1862, while she still had slaves, with free 
States. As slavery would have practically 
died away there, even had there been uo Re- 
bellion, so Democracy must sooner or later 
yield to the ir fluences of Republicanism 
which touch it on every side butone. Be- 
sides, Missouri is a State which is receiving 
a large and constant tide of immigrauuon, the 
buikof it from the North. The census of 
1880 showed that of the two million whites 
800,000 were born outside of the State. 
An eighth of these came from II- 
nois, and nearly a tenth from Ohio. 
Virginia and Tennessee were large contribu- 
tors, but tne migration from these States be- 
gan at an early day and is nearly over now. 
The next census will show that Missouri has 
drawn more heavily on the Northern than 
the Southern States to make up the decided 
increase in her population which is confi- 


dently expected. Of every five men who 


move to the State it is safe to say that three 
are Republicans. These causes, which make 
us look for large Republican gains in Mis- 
souri, teach us that we should not expect 


them in Kentucky. That State, fer some 


curious reason, receives few immigrants. 
Nearly all the persons residing there in 1880 
were born there. Hence we may expect the 
political immobility we find. After tne 
cheaper lands of Missouri and the Northwest 
are taken up we may expect the tide of mi- 
gration to turn more to the South than it 
now does. Kentucky will be the first State 
to feel it, and then we may begin to look tor 
Republica n gains. 


Tun great tide of migration of the colorea 


man of the South now is to the rich, unde- 
veloped bottom lands of Arkansas. Crops 


can be raised there of so much more value 
than those on the.worn-out sandy lands of 
the seabord ex-slave States that the Arkan- 
sas planters can afford to pay better wages. 
They are holding out this inducement of bet- 
ter pay and the blacks are deserting their 
old homes for the Southwest. This move- 
ment is not looked on with favor at the East. 
North Carolina whites are running immigra- 
tion agents out of the State ana retusing w 
allow colored men to leave, while Alabama 
is trying to make up for the loss 
of black labor by coaxing foreign im- 
migration to the te. Thus far, for 
obvious reasons, she has met with 
no success. In Mississippi a more energetic 
plan of stopping the departure of the colored 
men has been adopted. A negro who came 
over from Arkansas to get men to work in 
that State was taken in hand by some ener- 


getic citizens and strung uptoatree. That 


put an end to his “pernicious activity,’’ and 
the little Mississippi neighborhood breathes 
more freely. The whites will still have some 
one to work for them. It is probable that 
the next census will show some great dis- 
placements in the population of the South- 
ern States. It will show immense gains in 
Texas, due to the immigration of small white 
farmers from the Carolinas and Georgia, 
who are in search of new and fertile lands, 
and a much greater concentration of black 
men in the Valley of the Mississippi.

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MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were slow Satur- 
day, but generally steady with a firm tone, and 
some sold higher, There was an absence of out- 
side support, but the weather helped to sustain 
in wheat and provisions.

One of them is quoted as saytzg that 
our inspection differs from that of other markets 
in this respect, that in order to pass the test it 
must have the flavor of perfectly sound wheat. 
It must be made from wheat fully developed. 
As the inspectors here know nothing about the 
wheat but pass only on the character of the 
* 1t is to be supposed that this talk is the 

est possible testimony to their efficiency. It is 
afact that they have passed as not perfectly 
sound nearly 80 per cent of the flour that has 
arrived here from the South in tne last three 
months. Itis said here that the St. Louis mill- 
ers allowed the speculators to get hold of all the 
No. 2 wheat in t city, have since been using 
the No. 3, and have recently turned their atten- 
tion to making flour from even a lower grade. 
This may not de true, but in any event the flour 
inspection here is conducted on the plan of grad- 
ing the stuff for what it is without reference to 
the place it hails from, and in utter ignorance of 
the material from which it was made.

The joint Arbitration Committee of the 
Chicago Masons’ and Builders’ Association and 
the United Order of American Bricklayers and 
Stonemasons, of which Charles W. Gindele was 
chosen Chairman and A. E. Vorkeller Secretary.

The idea of the committee seems to 
be that lien laws are class legislation which 
fosters and encourages unreliable and dishonest 
contractors. Their conclusion was that “a 
law to cover a condition which only a minori 
ty creates, and by the enforcement of which 

e majority is injured, is unfair and un- 
reasonable.“ Therefore a law which encourages

EFFECT OF THE LAWS. 

Not at all. You know,” and tne Commis- 
sioner smiled at the story, “a distinguished 
French author wrote a book that proved that 
proposition. The French Government took 
up the matter, and a few years ago radically 
liberalized its divorce laws. Since 1883 it 
has granted absolute divorces where former- 
ly only limited ones were granted. In 1883 
the divorces numbered 3,000. In 1886 they had 
more than doubled. I think the population 
had remained about stationary. In some of 
the States the improvement following uvon 
improved laws has been marked. Some 
States had an omnibus prevision. which, in 
addition to the statute causes of divorce, left 
it discretionary with the Judges to grant di- 
vorce for other causes. The repeal of this om- 
nibus provision was usually followed by a 
decrease in the divorces. New Engiand, 
Connecticut, and Maine within afew years 
made their requirements more strict, and the 
courts since then have done a smaller divorce 
dusiness. The change certainly came atter 
the law was made more strict and in all 
probability was due to it.“ 

“How about the marriage laws of the dif- 
ferent States?’ 

They vary greatly and are often conflict- 
ing. Perhaps it was from the knowledge of 
this that the popular error about the lack of 
harmony in the divorce laws of the States 
grew up. Lshould not wonder if some of the 
leading causes of divorce could be traced 
back to bad marriage laws. There is where 
a reform might well be begun.” 


AFTER AMERICAN BREWERIES. - 


The English Syndicate Still Anxious to 
Acquire More Property. 

New York, Feb. 23.—([Special. |—Since 
Clausen & Sons and Fianagan’s breweries 
passed into the control of an English syndi- 
cate some time ago British capitalists have 
not made much headway in getting control 
ofother New York breweries. The legal 
firm of Guggenheimer & Atermeyer, which 
negotiated the sale of the Clausen and Flana- 
gan breweries, are supposed to be the 
principal persons who are carrying on the 
negotiations for the Eugtisb syndicate. Mr. 
Guggenheimer is in London now, and a good 
many persons believe that he has an opuon 
on several breweries here. A prominent 
brewer said today: 

It is given out that Mr. Guggenheimer is 
in London in the interest of a mining com- 
pany of which he is the President. This may 
be true, but I have good reason for believing 

ö of his mission 
is to consult with London bankers who are 
desirous of investing in American breweries. 
Mr. Guggenheimer has the chance ot pur- 
chasing several breweries both in this and 
other cities, but the prices asked are 
high. Of course, as a rule, men 
will sell any property if they 
can get enough for it. There is not 
a brewery in New York that can be said to 
bein the market. From what I hear this 
syndicate is prepared to pay considerably 
more than the breweries are actually worth. 
The Englishmen composing this syndicate 
have a vast sum upon which they are unable 
to get more than 1}¢ percent interest, and 
they believe that by investing in American 
breweries they can command good divi- 
dend.“ 

Ex-Senator Stephen W. Dorsey, who is the 
American representative of the syndicate 
which is trying to buy the Western 
breweries, is in Boston, so that it could not 
be learned whether or notitis his syndicate 
that is negotiating with the New York brew- 
ers. 


FLED WITH A NOBLEMAN’S DAUGHTER. 


An Irish Groom Follews the Example of 
American Jehus. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—The 
Beaver Line steamship Lake Huron, which 
arrived here last night, had among its pas- 
sengers a couple registered as Mr. and Mrs.

MORE THAN A MERE SALE. 


A BIG ENTEEPRISE IN CONNECTION 
WITH THE KOHLSAAT PURCHASE. 


A Combination of Property-Owners Will 
Tear Down the Present Buildings at the 
Northwest Corner of Madison and Dear- 
born Streets aud Erect a Mammoth 
Business and Office Structure—The Fat- 
ure of Madison Street—A Lucky Invest- 
or. 


When negotiations now pending are com- 
pleted work will begin upon an office and 
business building equal if not superior to the 
noted structures of. the country. From the 
northwest coner of Madison and Dearborn 
streets will rise a palatial building the peer 
of “the Rookery” and New York’s pride, 
the Milis Building. 

Real estate men were astounded when yes- 
terday’s Trisunr informed the country that 
$7,500 a front foot had been paid for a 40x20 
foot lot at the er of Madison and Dear- 
born streets. H Kohlsaat transferred a 
lot worth $21,000 and $129,000 from his bank 
account to the credit of William V. Daniels, 
and found himself the owner of one of the 
most valuable business corners in the United 
States. Mr. Kohlsaat did not make much 
noise about his purchase. He is a modest 
gentleman and would have preferred to re- 
main in the background, for a time at least, 
but Toe TRIBUNE deemed the transaction one 
of more than passing interest. 

A BIG ENTERPRISE. 

It now transpires that this transaction in- 
volved more than the mere transfer of a 
piece of property. According io unimpeach- 
able authority, Mr. Kohlsaat's purchase is 
one of the final steps which will shortly re- 
sult in the erection of a building unsurpassed 
by any in the country. The story is an m- 
teresting one and is given as related by a 
gentieman who has been identified with the 
negotiations. 

The corner lot was originally owned by 
Tolman Wheeler. Fifteen years ago Mr.

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| BANDITS BRUTALLY KILL 


PASSENGERS SHOT DOWN ON A SOUTH- 
ERN PACIFIC TRAIN. 


The Robbers Needlessly Slay Iwo Travel- 
ers—Bombs Exploded to Terrify the 
Railway Employes—Story of the Ex- 
press Messenger, Who Was Forced to 
Give Up Hig Treasure—Hot Pursuit of 
the Robbers—One Reported Killed and 
Another in Custody. 

Los AncELEs, Cal, Feb. 23.—[Special.|— 
The robbery of the south-bound express 
train on the Southern Pacific Railway last 
night and the murder of two passengers by 
road agents has caused a vast amount of ex- 
citement in Southern California. The regular 
express train which arrives in Los Angeles 
at 7 a. m. was robbed by flve men at Pixley. 
200 miles north of this city. As the 
train left Pixley it was boarded by the band- 
its, who were well armed, and had given out 
before the arrival of the train that they were 
going on a hunting trip. There was no sus- 
picion until the train was stopped three 
miles south of the eating-house. Three of 
the men had crawled ovér the 
tender, and, presenting Winchesters at 
the engineer and fireman, compelled 
them to stop the train. When 
the train was brought to a standstill two or 
more men alighted. A brakeman jumped 
from the rear of the train to learn what was 
the matter. He was met by two of the rob- 
ters, who with oaths ordered him on the 
train again, and to emphasize the order fired 
two shots in theair. What followed in the 
darkness can be better told by John Kelly, 
the messenger for the Wells Fargo Express. 

“When the train stopped,” said he, “I 
opened my door to see what was the matter, 
and as I did so I heard the words: Get back 
on that train, or III shoot you.“ This was 
followed by the report of a revolver. When 
I heard the pistol-shot I knew just what was 
taking place. I barred the door of my car, 
put out the lights, and prepared for action. 
In a few seconds a knock came at the door 
and a voice said: Open the door or weill 
blow you up.’ I was lying flat on my stom- 
ach as I expected the robbers to shoot 
through the door, but in this I was 


the robbers tell the engineer and 
fireman to ask me to open the car, which 
they did. I refused and the next instant I 
heard aloud report and felt the car rattle 
and sway as though struck by lightning. 
They had exploded a bomb beneath the car. 
After the explosion I thought I had better 
accept good advice and open the car, and I 
did so. 

** When I opened the door I found a man 
standing in front of me with a gun pointed 
at my head. It was dark and all J could see 
was the flgure and the shining barrel. I was 
ordered to throw up my hands and did 80 
without any hesitatcy. My captors 
ordered me to go with them, and 
after walking about thirty feet from 
my car one of them said: ‘Now I 
want you to call your helper (sometimes we 
carry a helper) out of the car.’ Itold him 
there was no one in the car. At first he did 
not believe it. ‘If there's a man in there,’ 
he said, I'll shoot you on the spot.’ After 
I convinced him that I was  tell- 
ing him the truth he escorted me 
to the car again. During all this 
time his shotgun was at my head. We both 
entered the car and of course [ obeyed every 
order. He made me open the safe and he 
took what money wasinside. The engineer 
and fireman, who left the train at Bakers- 
field, told me that they were told that if 1 
‘fought they would be murdered. I believe 
they meant what they said, and I only opened 
the car to save my own life. 

THE TWO MURDERERS. 

“ Before Lopened the car a young German 
named Charles Gabert stepped from the 
train to see what was the matter and was 
killed. From wt I can learn it was a most 
cold-blooded act. he stepped off he walked 
towards the robbers. He was ordered to go 
back, but before he could do so one of the 
villains turned loose his gun and emptied a 
load of buckshot into Gabert’s head. Death 
was instantaneous. All hesaid was: ‘O, my 
God, I’m shot.’ All this took place in less 
time than it takes to tell it. The deputy con- 
stable of Delano, who was on the train, got 
off and came forward. He stepped down to 
see what was going on, and while he was 
looking under the cars he received a charge 
of buckshot in the shoulder and side, which 
tore that portion of the body away. He died 
a few hours later. It was a terrible affair.

LOST. WITH TEN IIVXSũ. 


The British Bark Josie Troop Wrecked 
Near Cape Hatteras. — 

Hartreras, N. C., Feb. 23.—[Special.]—In- 
telligence was received here today that the 
British bark Josie Troop of St. Johns, N. B., 
Capt. W. G. Cook, with a cargo of chalk 
from London to Philadelphia, with a crew of 
seventeen men, went ashore in a gale 
near Chicamacomico, about twenty miles 
north of Cape Hatteras, at 7 
o'clock last evening and became, 
with ber cargo, a total loss. Nine of the 
crew and the Captain were drowned. One 
of the men committed suicide and the rest of 
the crew were saved by the lifesaving corps. 
The vessel has gone to pieces and the frag- 
ments.are scattered on the beach. The fol- 
lowing is the list of the men who perished:

WHEELMEN MUST KEEP OFF THE WALKS. 


Interesting Decisi@n Rendered by the In- 
diana Supreme Court. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 23.—[{Special. ]— 
Just before the Judges of the Indiana Su- 
preme Court separated last Thursday to go 
to dinner they agreed on a decision 
the righ*s of bicycle riders to the use of side- 
walks. Three minutes later a reckless bicy- 
cle rider ran into Judges Coffey and Burk- 
shire and knocked the former flat upon the 
stone sidewalk in front of the State House, 
injuring him so seriously that he has not 
been able since to give attention to judicial 
duties. The decision that had been agreed 
upon just before the accident was made pub- 
lic today, and it is of an extraordinary 
nature. In it the Court holds that a person 
who “rudely and recklessly” rides a bicycle 
against a man standing on a sidewalk is re- 
sponsible for damages for assault and bat- 
tery. After quoting an Indiana law forbid- 
ding persons from riding or driving on the 
sidewalks, the court says: “If sidewalks 
are exclusively for the use of footmen, then 
bicycles, if they are vehicles, must not be 
ridden along them, since to affirm that side- 
walks are exclusively for the use of foot- 
men necessarily implies that they cannot be 
traveled by bicycles. It would be a palpable 
contradiction to affirm that fcotmen have the 
exclusive right to use the sidewalks and yet 
concede that persons not traveling as pedes-

The Distinguished French Artist Praises 
the Pablic Spirit of American Men of 
- Wealth Whe Have Established Public 
Collections in 80 Many Cittes—Personal 
and Dramatic Notes—Miscellaneous For- 
eign Gossip.

tor several portraits which were, so to speak, 
forced on him by his American friends. One 
of these was a portrait, of Prof. Edgar Bash 
of West Point, which was ordered for the 
museum of the Military Academy. Others 
were those of Mr. Martin. and Mrs. Pope of 
Brookiyn and Mr. Ballentine of New York. 


ART IN THE UNITED STATES. 
Ie reply to à question about his impres- 

ons concerning art in the United States M. 

njamin Constant said: ‘‘ Phe public col- 

tions Isaw in New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia, and elsewhere are well selected and 
admirably arranged. They form good com- 
mencements for what will dotibtless one day 
become important museums. They prove 
that the love for art is widely spread among 
the American people and that there is 
no lack of taste in such matters 
on the other side of the Atlantic. Another 
thing that struck me ‘forcibly while visiting 
these collections was the fact that all of 
them owe their existence and their artistic 
value exclusively to private initiative and 
munificence. What the Americans call 
‘public spirit’ is certainly common among 
the rich men of your country, and it is exer- 
cised with great good judgment so far as art 
matters are concerned. here seems, how- 
ever, to be little public spirit in those who 
have the management of public affairs. 

NEW YORK’S PAVEMENT. 

“New York City, for example, is paved ina 
way that would be a disgrace tothe poorest 
provincial town in France. The streets, with 
few exceptions, seemed to metobe always 
ankle-deep with mud, or else covered with a 
thick stratum of dust, while some of them 
are filthy beyond description. It appears 
that this primitive state of things is not aue 
to any lack of money, for I was told that the 
budget of New York is twice as 
large as that of Paris, but it seems 
that the bulk of the appropriations some- 
how or another manage to stick to the fin- 
gers of those who have the spending of 
them. Icannot help feeling surprised that 
such practical people as the Americans 
should stand such a state of things so pa- 
tiently. 

* But, to go back to art, I confess that 1 
was literally astounded at the number and 
richness of the private art collections I saw 
in every American city I visited. Nowhere, 
not even here or in England, are there so many 
and such rich private picture galleries. Itis 
true that these do not contain Many can- 
vases by old masters, but it is no exaggera- 
tion to say that they do contain many of the 
best works of all contemporary schools.“ 

Continuing, M. Constant said: America 
today possesses 100 canvases by our great- 
est French artists—canvases that are equal, 
when they are not superior, to any from the 
same brushes that are to be found at the 
Louvre and Luxembourg. I saw more than 
one Corot, Trovon, Rousseau, and Millais 
surpassed anything by those masters that 1 
have ever seen before. Many of these works 
found their way into the hands of their 
présent owners before the talent of those who 
painted them was recognized over here, a 
fact which goes to show that American ama- 
teurs possess not only good taste but also the 
true artistic instinct. There is plenty of 
native talent in America, and it néither 
needs nor desires any protection. I saw 
much excelient work m the New York 
studios that I visited, notably in those of Mr. 


iam Chase, who, while they are as yet com- 
* unknown to their compatriots, 
ave, I believe, a great future in store for 
them.’’ 
THE BEAUTIFUL AMERICANS. — 

A subject on which the correspondent 
found M. Benjamin Constant particularly 
enthusiastic was that of “les Belles Ameri- 
caines.” La femme est tout à New 
Vork,“ said he, elles sont les plus Paris- 
iennes des etrangéres,’’ and then went on to 
say how it seemed to him as though they 


stood there at the portals of the 
United States as the beautiful 
mistresses at the door of their house to 


extend a graceful welcome to strangers and 
receive them with winning smiles. As for 
the men of Gotham, they do not appear to 
have made as much of an impression on M. 
Benjamin Constant as did their sisters, their 
cousins, and their aunts, but the maie Bos- 
tonians he pronounced to be “les pendants 
des femmes de New York,” and he had much 
to say of the charming way in which he was 
received and entertained at certain Boston 
clubs, where he found none but congenial 
Spirits, all of whom were adle to converse 
with him in his own language as it is spoken 
in Paris.

Their Respective Merits to Be Fallv Tested 
on the Thames.

Glasgow, Feb. 23.—There is, aftef ali, a 
‘ood prospect of the Clyde cutter Thistle 
visiting New York again next autumn. Ne- 
gotiations for her purchase have been pretty 
well-settled. In the meantime all the in- 
formation that can be obtained regarding 
her is that she is going to a foreign country. 
Since the Thistle has no fittings for a family 
cruiser the Mediterranean is evidently not 
the foreign waters intended. More likely 
the destination is New York. When pur- 
chased she is to be fitted with a 
mimenmast, which she ought to have 
had on her first trip across the Atlantic, 
and which would have saved both yacht and 
crew from much knocking about. But be- 
sides the mizzenmast there is is every reason 
to believe the Thistle will have a centre- 
fitted in, which her build and her 
strong framework will permit without fur- 
ther alteration. So far as can be learned 
here no challenge has been sent vet for the 
American'Cup, but the Royal Clyde Club be- 
lieves that the New York Club would accept 
under the old deed. The voyage of the This- 
tie across che Atlantic, with a centre-board, 
means that the cutter intends to enter any 
match she may be admitted to, and proves 
what the Clyde vachtsmen aré so anxious 
to prove, that the Volunteer would have been 
no match for the Thistie had the Scotch 
cutter been fitted with a centre-board. The 
Scottish reputation for never acknowled 
defeat has no doubt prompted the proposa 
for another contest between the Thistle with 
a centre-board and the American centre- 
boards. While Dunraven’s new sixty-ton cut- 
ter will be framed and vallasted all ready for 
carrying her centre-board she will be sailed 
without it in the opening matches on the 
Thames and elsewhere against the Yarana, 
the intention being to discover if she isa 
faster vessel than the Yarana without a 
centre-board. If this is proved the centre- 
board will then be fitted in order to test the 
tull advantages of the centre-board as com- 
with the cutter’s performance without 
t. This arrangement promises to such a 
cruciai experiment as to settle whether keel 
boats or centre-boards are to be the British 
racing yachts of tue future.

SOME INTERESTING FIGURES. 


John Bull, He Says, Will Soon Be Obliged 
to Add te His Maritime Strength—The 
Navy of France Superior in Many Re- 
spéects to That of Gtekt Britain—Ger- 
many’s Effort to Gain a Place on the 
Seas— Position of the United States. 
BPECTAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 

(Copyright, 1889, by James Gordon Bennett.| 
Lonpon, Feb. 23.—The London edition of 
the Herald today contains an article from an 

English naval expert as ‘follows: The sub- 

ject of national defense is about to be dealt 

within Parhament aud the British Nation 
will learn soon the scope of the new progr 

and the cost, about which there has been 

much speculation. John Bull has not got’a 
surplus to draw upon, like his cousin on the 
other side of the Atlantic, or revenues of 
suppressed monasteries to annex for 
the purpose, like the Mikado 

Japan. Whatever Great Britain does 

iu this way is forced upom her, and there- 

fore, as a side light, will be tougd below some 
brief account of what the other nations are 
doing, or purpose to do, to increase their na- 
val strength. Naturally one turns to France 
first as by far the most important of conti- 
nental naval Powers, possessing a maritime 
strength second only in number to that of 
this country and said to be-superior in or- 
ganization, readiness for war, and prepara- 
tion for coast defense, Fran has always paid 
more attention to the speed and steaming ca- 
pacities of her ships, and therein lies her 
chief advantagétoday. When Admiral Aube 
was Minister of Marine the ship building 
policy was mainly directed to supply fase 
cruisers for destroying commerce or harass- 
ing an enemy’s const towns, but A«amural 

Krantz has favored a return to the construc- 

tion of armor clads aud belted cruisers. 


Eleven armored vessels are now 
in course of construction, five 
of which will de completed this 
year and the others in 1890 ana 1891. Two 


steel ciad cruisers, to steam over twenty 
knots, are also to be completed within the 
same period. Eighteen cruisers of not less 
than 1,000 tons displacement are on the stocks, 
aud the program for 1889-’91 includes several 
torpedo cruisers. Along with the rapid com- 
pletion of the orders by Aube an expenditure 
has been authorized for the protection of the 
Harbors of Cherbourg and Brest, and these 
works have already been begun. In many 
ways the administration of Admiral Krantz 
has been noteworthy and characterized by 
marked ability and energy. 
ITALY’S NAVAL STRENGTH. 

Next to that of France for the present, but 
some way after it stands the maritime strength 
of Italy, rivaled by that of Russia. The 
huge monsters that Italy has launched pos- 
sess a questionable value as fighting ma- 
chines, but they carry powerful guns and 
have great speed. The program of 1888-91 
contemplates a gradual increase in every 
type or class of ship, from armored battle 
sLips through protected cruisers, ef which 
class this nation owns some splendid speci- 
meas, down to speedy torpedo craft and 
armed sea-going tugs. , 

Russia stands third in importance, so far 
as relates to its naval strength, among 
European powers. The program of ship- 
building for this nation dates from 1881, and, 
saving that it is likely to be completed ina 
shorter space of time than originally con- 
templated, there seems to have beéa little or 
no departure from its main lines. In 
addition to the then existing fleet it was pro- 
posed to build nineteen first-class battle 
ships and four second-class and ten first- 
class cruisers. The armor-clads are now be- 
ing turned out at the rate of three or four a 
year, and the cruisers nearly as fast. Two 
battle ships are on the stocks, and four more 
cruisers have been ordered. It was only 
owing to the early closing of the ice that an- 
other battle ship was not launched last year. 

GERMANY’S NAVY. 

The succession to the throne of Emperor 
William IL, whose interest in his navy is sec- 
ond only to that of his brother, Prince 
Henry of Prussia, was contemporary with 
the reorganization of the German admiralty, 
Baron von der Goltz, the new chief, being in- 
trusted with the thorough rehabilitation of 
the naval service. Not only had Ger- 
many practically ceased to add to her jron- 
clad navy since 1880, but she had never 
replaced those ships which from age or acci- 
dent had become inefficient. Looking to 
what Russia was doing in the Baitic and the 
growin 
would ve been strangeif Germany had 
still remained idle. The program of 188995, 
which has now been authorized. includes the 
construction of ten coast service battle ships, 
four foreign service battle ships. seven pro- 
tected and four partly protected cruisers, be- 
sides torpedo craft. Although the cost of 
this program is to be charged to several 
budgets the vessels are all to ready for 
use with the completion of the Baltic and 
North Sea canal. 

STRENGTH OF THE UNITED STATES. 

By 1891 the United States will possess a 
navy which is bound to be a factor in any 
consideration of the question of naval su- 
premacy. The Texas battie ship building at 
the Norfolk Navy-Yard and the Maine bat- 
tle ship to be constructed at the New York 
Navy-Yard are looked upon by English ex- 
perts as first rate vessels of the class they 
represent, but it is in regard to the cruisers, 
or commerce destroyers as Secretary Whit 
ney calls them in his annual report. that 
the States look at present like running the 
English. record close. The Charleston, 
Newark, Baltimore, Philadelphia, and San 
Francisco will be protected cruisers «which 
any Power would be proud to own. While 
the United States, so far as its opponent was 
concerned, was absolutely supreme at sea, 
its commerce was Utterly ruined by the 
depredations of haif a dozen fast vessels act- 
ing on well thought out and ably exe- 
cuted plans. It was the action of 
these vessels telling on insurance rates 
that did the @image, and no one in England 
today appears to believe that her cruisers 
are sufficient to prevent a similar raid on her 
commerce if she went to war. While such a 
belief is prevalent war would Cause a panic 
and prohibitive rates of insurance would 
rule. It is for this reason and because it is 
necessary to restore confidence that the Gov- 
ernmentis going to increase its navy. But 
even now it is hardly heart-whole in 
its endeavors to put matters on a square 
foundation.

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PREPARING FOR THE APPROACHING 
MUNICIPAL ELECTION. 


An Early Democratic Convention for the 
Nomination of Officers—Chances of the 
Many Who Would Like to Be Named 
for Mayor—An Evidence of Roche's Pop- 
alarity Among the Germans—Govern- 
ment Buallding Probabilities—Work in 
the Wards. 

As was stated yesterday the Democrats 
are to have an early convention for the nom- 
ination of municipal officers. At the meet- 
ing of the Democratic City Central Commit- 


| tee Friday a motion was made to call the 


convention for March 6, but this was 
voted down because it was believed that 
the Democrats would be so much demoralized 
by proceedings at Washington on the 4th 


that they would not be in a condition to vote. 


Action was postponed until the meeting of 
next Friday, when the matter will be dis- 
posed of. it is understood that the primaries 
will be called for March 12, and the conven- 
tion for the following day. This is the opin- 
ion of the Newberry men. The friends of 
Harrison, however, favor a postponement. 

At the meeting Friday the ward represen- 
tation in the convention was fixed, and ina 
way decidedly to the advantage of Gen. 
Newberry. The Nineteeath Ward, which is 
confidently claimed for him, will have twen- 
ty-four delegates, the Fifth seventeen, the 
Twenty-third tourteen, the First thirteen, the 
Sixth sixteen, the Ninth fourteen, and 80 on. 
The Cregier wards on the other hand have 
only a beggarly representation. Rensselaer 
B. Stone is also being groomed as acandi- 
date, but it is thought in the interest of New- 
berry or perchance Jonas Hutchinson. The 
Hutchinson and Stone votes will eventually 
go to Newberry. 

The Newberry strength is beginning to ex- 
cite the hostility of the other factions. It is 
urged azainst him that he has contributed to 
the support of a Democratic organ that has 
bitterly denounced Judge Tuley, and as the 
latter’s decision is to be the Democratic plat- 
form the nomination of Newberry, it is said, 
would not be consistent. Several of the Al- 
dermen talked this way yesterday. Strange 
as it may seem they are all for Frank Hoff- 
mann for Mayor. They say he would draw 
the Socialist vote to the Democrats. 

HELD IN HIGH FAVOR. 

The indorsement of Mayor Roche by the 
Staats-Zeitung was a cause of much satisfac- 
uon among the Republicans. It is an indica- 
tion of the strong feeling among the 
German property-owners in favor of the 
present cconomicai City Administration 
atid of its continuance. There is 
yet much speculation as to who shail 
be the German representative on the ticket. 
Franz Amberg, who nas been named for City 
Treasurer and City Clerk, is now a Peniten- 
tiary Commissioner, and is likely to be re- 
appointed. ‘Fhat would take him out of the 
municipal race. Henry Westertieid of the 
Eiguth Ward, Charles Wük of the Four- 
teenth, and Ald. Burmeister are named 
for City Clerk, also George Hutt 
of the Fourth Ward. Sam Raymond has the 
lead for the City Treasurership and is likely 
to maintain it. John M. Smyth is working 
actively for him, and ali Mr. Smyth’s friends 
in the convention will be for him. Sheriff Mat- 
son also favors his nomination, as do Record- 
er Scribner, Capt. McGrath, and others who 
are likely to have numerous friends in the 
convention. 

It is the intention of the Republicans to 
cali the town and, probably, the A'dermanic 
conventions before the city convention. The 
North Town Committee meets Monday to ar- 
range for a convention. Until the Governor 
makes his appointments for this section of 
the State there will not be much activity in 
the local campaign on the Republican side. 
The inaugurawon ceremonies will also inter- 
fere with active work. 

UNCLE SAM’S BERTHS. 

The various candidates for Federal offices 
are busy 8 petitions among the Ro- 
publican leaders. It is so generally conceded 
that Gen. Sexton is to be Postmaster that 
some of the petitions for places in the Post- 
Office are addre: sed tö him. John Hubbard 
is said to be booked for Superintendent of 
Carriers. George W. Deal, now Superin- 
tendent of Street, and ex-Supervisor Shana- 
han are also locking tor the place. Col. 
Clowry, who held the office once, may get 
this or the Superintendency of the Kegistry 
Department, which he also held. Wiiliam J. 
Campbell is the favorite for the Collector- 
ship of the port and Mayor Boldenweck of 
Lake View for Collector of Internal Reve- 


nue. 

All the daily newspaper publishers of the 
city have joined in recommending Capt. 
Maurice J. McGrath for Superintendent of 
Mails. He held the position until the Demo- 
crats came into wer. He is a thoroughly 
capable man and his appointment seems to 
be conceded. His on)y competitors are two 
employés of the Railway Mail Service who 
were looked on as Democrats for the last 
four years.

MR. LLOYD’S INTERESLING ADDRESS. 


The Subject Was Mazzini "—Points Made 
by the »peaker. 

Henry D. Lloyd spoke at the économic con- 
ference last night on Mazzini.” Cold weather 
does not keep your true Socialist away from a 
place where he can talk and listen to talk, and the 
Madison Street Theatre was almost filled. The 
audience consisted almost entirely of local fol- 
lowers of the Socialistic idea. The “privileged 
olass, which to compose the other end of 
the conference, did not appear. 

Mr. Lloyd made an hour’s charming talk on 
one of his pet suejects. Hesaid Mazzini was one 
of the few whose faces are seen rising above the 


the throng and shining in the iight of truth. 


America’s idea of Mazzini was derived from the 
commercial class of Europe. To tnem he was a 
dreamer and a conspirator. 

“He was, indeed,“ said Mr. Lloyd. a con- 
spirator. He thought it better to dig underground 
with God than to sit on a throne with the Devil. 
He may have been a dreamer, but when Mazzini 
came the Pope ran away. Napoleon hated Maz- 
zini and circulated bis photographs among the 
police. Tyrants are not acting thus to somnam- 
bulists.”’ 

The revolution of Christ, the French Revolu- 
tion, the American Revolution, were all to Maz- 
zini's mind stepping-stones toward tne complete 
freedom of mankind. Mazzini attacked the mid- 
dlemen. He drew a straight line from God to 
man and decapitated the priesthood, Mazzini 
said: 

“The social system is grafted on the political 
system. You can only abolish one by destroying 
both.“ 

„ Workingmen,” said Mr. Lloyd, “remember 
that. When they tell you to keep out ot politics 
go into politics.” 

It has become fashionable,” Mr. Lloyd said, 
and the audience chee “among Americans, 
a Nation of ex-foreigmers, to speak con- 
temptuously of foreigners—poor ones, not the 
Dukes who come here to hunt in our parlors and 
prairies. When the temptation to utter those 
sentiments comes to your tongue think of Maz- 
zini sharing his goods among his poor fellow ex- 
Ues.“ 

Mr. Lloyd pitched into some of the arguments 
advanced by Mr. Head. 

* Capital,” said Mr. Lloyd, “says to labor: 1 
work fourteen hoursaday. Why are you not 
satisfied to do the same?’ Somebody once asked 
Stanley how he liked tiger hunting and he re- 
plied: It makes ali the difference in the world 
whether you hunt the tiger or the tiger hunts 

ou.’ Capital shouid say: I work fourteen 

ours a day sweating you It is not an honest 
argument. It is what tne boys on the street call 
a lake.“

Returning to Mazzini's life the lecturer said: 
„The police once arrested him because he was 
in the habit of taking long walks for meditation 
and declining to tell what he was meditating on. 
The police are not fond of young men of talent 
the subject of whose meditations is unknown to 
them, This system of political imprisonment 
under which Mazzini was confined has been 
abolished in Europe, but it lately came into use 
in Chicago.“ 

Cheers’ greeted this allusion. Mr, Lloyd com- 
pared the social system to the Roman Coliseum.

reached tonight,“ said Observer Lyons this 
morming. The erest of the cold wave was 
at Minnedosa, Man., this morning. The 
thermometor at that point at 7 a. m. 
52° below zero, and the barometer cor- 
rected reads 31.14, the highest known there 
within the history of the signal service. A 
high barometer is generally accompanied by 
the most rigid weather. It is seldom that so 
broad a wave sweeps over this continent. 
The present one is about 
in width and will be 
one-nalf of North America. In the 
extreme Northwest, where it had its rise, 
the wave has slightly relaxed today. In 
Helena, Mont., to Edmonton, in the British 
Provinces, the most extreme northern point 
where an observation is taken, the ther- 
ter has fallen from 4 to 10°, At Win- 
Pag, the temperature was 42° below and at 
cent 44° below.

vr FROM THE PRESIDENT. 


Seven Columus of the New York Times 
Devoted to as Defense of the Adminis- 
tration by Mr Cieveland and a Wild 
Whoop of Glorification from Rainbow- 
Chaser Dutnell—Tariff Reform, Civil 
Services, and Bayurd’s Alleged Foreign 
Policy Considered. 

New York, Feb. 28.—[Special. ]—President 
Cleveland has issued his second but possibly 
not his last farewell address. This one is 
published today in the New York Times. It 
seems altogether probable that some other 
trucuient organ will be given a whack at the 
farewell address business before the Cleve- 
land Administration is ended. Out of re- 
spect to Secretary Bayard the Baltimore Sun 
was given the first show. Today the mes 
had a benefit. The paper next to be favored 
is not known. Tne document fills seven 
columns of the Times, but it must be said in 
justice to Mr. Cleveland that only about one 
column of it is devoted to actual quotations 
from him. The other six are made up of 
fulsome praise of the President and his pol- 
icy and were written by E. G. Dunnell, whose 
picturesque predictions about Western poli- 
tics last fall furnished great amusement to 
well-informed people. 

The parts of the address actually at- 
tributed to Mr. Cieveland are here given: 


Looking back four years and recalling the 


hopes held out at the time of my mauguration, I 
can say that I have never for a moment lost 
sight of the objects therein presented as those 
for which I should strive, and I do not believe 
that the Administration will ever be successfully 
assailed for failure to uphold the sound principles 
upon which the promises of the inaugural were 
based. The animating spirit of the Administra- 
tion was administrative reform. Not exclusive 
attention to any one phase of improvement in 
tue service, but a wholesome ventilation and 
stirring up of all the branches of that service, 
the lopping off of useless limbs, the removal of 
deadwood, and such a renewal of activity by the 
introduction of new blood as the necessities of 
the service should demand. : 
CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

A good deul of fault has been found from time 
to time by the most active advocates of civil 
service reform, as well as by some of the covert 
enemies of the reform, for what they have been 
pleased to eall a disregard of the civil service 
idea, amounting even to a violation of sacred 


pledges. The trouble has been, in some cases, 


that those who have complained have enter- 
tained a different understanding of what is meant 
by civil service reform from that which the law 
required me to observe or that it was practicable 
to carry out. | 

The President is clothed with many and vari- 
ous r He is expected, primarily. 
to do all in hu power to secure good government. 
That imposes upon him the exercise of discre- 
tion in making many appointments. It is ad- 
mitted that in filliug many places the importance 
of securing persons in sympathy with the politi- 
eal views of the dominant party is properly to 
be considered. My civil service friends have 
sometimes seemed to think that the Government 
was to be conducted merely for the pur of 
promoting civil service reform. To me the im- 
portance of general administrative reform has 
appeared to be superior to the incidental matter 
of civil service reform. Good government is the 
main thing to be aimed at. Civil service reform 
is but a means to that end. 


UNJUST CRITICISMS. 

Until there is a better general comprehension 
of the scope of the Civil Service law—a correction 
of many of the misuuderstandings about its pro- 
visions—there will continue to be unjust criticism 
of those who are regarded as responsible for its 
faithful enforcement. There are still a great 
many persons who believe that the law prevents 
the discharge of the indolent and incompetent 
clerk. I cannot say more now in regard to the 
importance of removing erroneous impres- 
sions about the meaning of the law 
nor say it more accurately than I did 
in the message to the Congress in 1885, 
when I wrote that tne reform did not require 
that those in subordinate positions who fail in 
yielding their best service or Who are incompe- 
tent should be retained simply because they 
are in place. The retaining of a clerk dis- 
charged for indolence or incompetency, who, 
though he gained his place by the worst possible 
operation of the spoils system, suddeniy dis- 
covers that he is entitled to protection under the 
sanction of civil service reform, represents an 
idea no less absurd than the clamor of the appl. 
cant who claims the vacant position as his com- 
. for tle most questionable party 
work.“ 

I believe now, as I said three years ago, that 
the people, having secured this statute, will not 
relinquish its benefits without protest. A year 
later, when I invoked for the reform “the cheer- 
ful and ungrudging support of the Congress,” I 
testified to the iact that the operation of the law 
haa added the most convincing proof of its ne-

THE TARIFF ISSUB. 
Referenee is made to the tariff reform 
policy of the Administration.

All my hes mes naturally led 
up to that of 1887 and the National platform 
of 1888. WhatiIsaid at Newark in the closing 
days of the campaign of 1884 has been refer red to 
as indicating a teadency to strong low tariff 
views. But that talk, if you examine it, will be 
found to agree with the declarations of the party 
platform. It was a speech for economical ex- 
penditures and taxes {imited to public necessi- 
ties, but it kept in view the interest of American 
labor and the welfare of American capital. That 
message was confined to the single topic of taxs- 
tion upon my own ab ara ut the idea was 
approved by the Cabinet when brought before 
its members for consideration. It was 
a in accord not only with the party 
deciarations for many years but with the en- 
lightenea and just judgment ofa large share of 
our citizens. Avoidance of the issue could not 
have helved the party, no matter who the candi- 
date might have been. The policy of the party 
nad been indicated in the State conventions and 
by the utterances of the Executive and the Ad- 
ministration. To have retreated from them 
would have been to repeat the error of the cam- 
paigu of 1880, But the party stood bravely to the 
issue. It won upon it in manufacturing centres. 
That it did not win the Presidency was not be- 
cause its cause was not just or the party lacking 
in unity. The explanation of its defeat is not to 
b+ found in avy conviction of the justice of ne- 
cessity for the existence of the present imiqui- 
tous tax system. 

HIS FORBIGN POLICY. 

The President feels called upon to say a 
good word for Secretary Vilas, the most 
cordially disliked man in his entire Adminis- 
tration, and then takes up the criticisms on 
his foreign policy. He says: 

Time alone will reijeve this Administration 
from the unjust charge of being un- American. 
Time and impartial history will support the as- 
sertion that during the last four years every 
American citizen in a foreign land who hes in- 
voked the protection of the United States has 
been the object of careful and reasonable solic- 
itude. It is not every man claiming to be an 
American citizen that proves to ve what he 
represents himself to be. Some of them are ad- 
venturers, masquerading as Americans. and 
in their cases the slow courses of diplo- 
matic inquiry have demonstrated the 
wisdom of prudence in making haste slowly. In 
the treatment of the Samoan question the pow- 
ers of the Executive have been exerted to the 
extreme limit in the protection of American 
property and citizens. Todo more would hare

The vim with 
which the meeting went into the matter was 
displayed when it was found that the consti- 
tution provided that the drive be extended 
to Lake Biuff. It was at once moved to 
amend so as to extend to Waukegan and was 
so adopted unanimously. The constitution 
provided that each municipality along the 
shore should have an Executive Committee 
ofthree members, the Chairman of which 
should be a member of the General tive 
Committee of the association.

We are led to believe, however, from the 
circumstantial evidence and personal observa- 
tion that the packing-bouses{of Kansas City cen- 
tralize the cattle market of the West at that 
point, and placein the hands of a few a power 
that can be ubed at will to tne detriment of the 
stock-raisets of our tate. We therefore recom- 
mend as a protection of the stock-raisers and 
others thatthe municipal governments of the 
State be empowered by an act of the Legisla- 
ture to enact ordinances requiring local inspec- 
tion on foot and the slaughter of cattle the meat 
of which is offered for sale in the city where 
such ordinances are enacted.

District Attorney Claypool Says He Is Not 
Going to Washington to Arrest Him. 

InpiaNaPoLis, Ind., Feb. 23.—[Special.]— 
W hile it is not denied that Col. W. W. Dud- 
ley is to be prosecuted on an affidavit based 
on information, acting District Attorney 
Claypooi says it is not true that he will him- 
seif take a warrant to Washington for Col. 

He will leave for Wash- 
ington in twoor three days, but he says he 
has contemplated the trip for some time 
and is going for the purpose of making a 
final settlement of his official business. 
Commenting on the statement that such ac- 
tion on the part of the Commissioner would 
be extraordinary, the grand jury having 
failed to indict, Mr. Clayvool admits that such 
a statement has the foundation of truth, but 
it is not without precedent.

AMONG THE NEW YORK STUDIOS. 


Benjamin Constant’s Return to Paris— Visits 
to Innes«, Church, and Others. 

Mr. Benjamin Constant has just returned 
to Paris after a sojourn of three months in 
this country. As he has been elected, as 
usual, a member of the Salon jury, and this 
year of the jury of the Exvosition Univer- 
selle also, it is manifest that he cannot linger 
longer on our shores. He came over to see a 
few friends, take note of the condition of 
American art, and paint six portraits—no 
more—to the tune of many thousand dollars 
apiece. Three of these portraits he was com- 
pelled to leave unfinished, and the comple- 
tion of these will bring him over again 
next autumn, In the meaptime the 
great work which he has under- 
taken at the new Sorbonne and the 
Hotel de Ville in Paris await his attention. 
Not long ago, at one of the monthly loan ex- 
hibitions at the Union. League Ciub, I heard 
alady and gentleman discuss in French 
not the pictures but some ial festivity of 
the morrow. It was a pleasure to listen to 
their voluble talk, for their accent was of 
the purest Parisian flavor, and the voices, 
especially that of the man, toned to that rich 
and mellow resonance which 1s so rare to 
American ears and which is as suggestive of 
ripe civilizations as an old violin. I turned 
and beheld Constant, handsome, somewhat 
tall and portly, with a manner impressive for 
all its vivacity; French to the finger-tips 
beyond question; a Parisian of Parisians. 
His blonde beard had the pointed cut, his 
thick, brown hair was of the average length, 
his attire was faultlessly conventional, 
and his eager, roving eye took in every- 
thing at a giance. ere was evidently 
a practiced man of the world, a diplomat, a 
cosmopolitan, a man who knew life from 
within, who had not studied it from some 
distant star, as do many of his guild. It was 
his eye and bia hand that betrayed the art- 
ist; the swift certainty of the giance, the 
nervous expressiveness of the gesticulatin 
finger-tips—these suggested the skill 
craftsman who has mastered a medium for 
the ample expression of his ideas. Not an 
imaginative nor spiritual face, but a thor- 
oughly knowing one, M. Constant’s person- 
ality 1s strongly expressive of his work. His 
art, of which many examples have hung in 
the galleries and shop-windows during his 
visit, does not touch : poetic hights nor ex- 
plore the deeps of truth, but it occupies a 
strong vantage ground of beauty and credi- 
bility, and it is always admirably wrought. 
Such a picture, for example, as the Othello 
and Desdemona at Schaus’ Gallery is inter. 
vsting not only for its opulent technical 
handling but also for its expressive inter- 
pretation of the theme. We have here not 
the creative flash—the light from within 
—which kindles one’s imagination, but a 
1 illumination which study and 
skill have cast upon the subject. Those of 
Constant’s vortraits which have been exbib- 
ited show the conventional treatment—studio 
light, dark background, carefully finished 
brushwork, and presumably faithful like- 
ness, but not the spirit and style which some 
of our Americans put into this sort ot work. 

The Frenchman was put through a course 
of social festivities while he was here, 
many of nis fashionable sitters di- 
ing and wining him and doing 
him honor. A young wap who 
has recently returned from abroad, re- 
marked, apropos of these fashionable frivol- 
ities: “1 knew M. Constant in Paris, where 
four or five of us used to dine together once a 
fortnight at a little artists’ restaurant, and 1 
was sure the Bohemian in 
of ali these dinners; so 1 thought I would 
show him how the artists made merry, and 1 
asked him to meet a crowd of the fellows at 
my studio, which is a kingdom for size. We 
had a few barrels of beer there and some 
other necessaries, and a jolly time of 
the old sort, I tell you.“ Thus the Frenchman’s 
New York experience took a wide range, 
passing from the palaces of upper Fifth ave- 
nue to the heart of Bohemia. 

M. Constant, unlike the precipitate Ver- 
estchagin, was loud in his praise of much 
of our American work. At the Union 
League Club exhibition he saw a landscape 
by George Inness, and he was so much 
pleased by the novel and keen freshness of 
feeling which this artist brings to the inter- 
pretation of nature that he sought to know 
more of him. A closer acquaintance with his 


work so far increased his respect for it as |

A visit to che studio of Mr. Inness shortly 
before Constant’s invasion revealed a singu- 
larly trim apartment, as neat in all its ar- 
rangements as if some Yankee housewife 
were the presiding deity. A dozen large can- 
vases, framed and unframed, stood against 
the wall or on easels, in ull stages of comple- 
tion, most of them showing that deep 
and glowing obrilliancy of light and 
richness of the atmosphere for which this 
artist is noted. The only way to get one of 
Inness’ pictures is to take it away by force,” 
said my companion; he works them over 
so. He uses the same canvas over and over 
again, scraping off one picture to lay on an- 
owner. He is rarely well eno satisfied 
with his work to pronounce it , for 
he is a dreamer, an idealist whose visions 
cannot be completely realized.

A TOTAL OF FIFTY THOUSAND. 

No mention has yet been made of the large 
number of tourists and excursionists who 
reach this city by way of the great lakes 
during tne season of navigation, nor of the 
thousands of seafaring men who may be 
said to form a floating population in more 
senses than one. Many of the latter, of 
course, have permanent homes here, but by 
far the greater number have no homes ex- 
cept where the end of a voyage or season may 
happen to leave them. Then added to these 
are the thousands of railroad men who spend 
a part of their lives ia Chicago, but who vote 
and have their washing done in the country, 
in towns along the lines of their respective 
roads; and there is also the army of farmers 
and gardeners living in the immediate vicin- 
ity of Chicago who daily brine their produce 
into the city and for the time being help 
s weill its teeming thousands. Another consid 
erable addition to the transient population is 
furnished by the Union Stock-Yards. Stock- 

wers, drivers, and assistants arrive there 
n great numbers every day in the year from 
State and Territory in the West, 
every one of em takes a 
turn about the city before leaving. 
The white, broad-brimmed hat of the cowboy 
is as familiar a sight on the streets of Chi- 
cago as it 18 On the Western ranches. With 
all these sources of supply the estimate that 
50,000 transients constantiy tarry within the 
city does not seem excessive. If actual sta- 
tistics were obtainable it is probable that the 
figures would have to be placed much higher, 
and it is certain that in the future, as the 
pulation proper of Chicago increases—as it 
évitably must—the floating populauon will 
also increase. 

Every year 8 makes new strides in 
every direction of progress, while the 
world looks on and wonders. Ten, tweive, 
fourteen, and seventeen story buildings lift 
their dizzy hights into the sky. the greatest 
audience-room ever built springs up as if by 
magic, and the largest and most beautiful 
system of parks and drives ever designed by 
man is about to double its already unparai- 
leled dimensions. As Chicago goes on add- 
ing jewel after jewel to its crown of great- 
mess and beauty, strangers from afar will 
come in ever increasing numbers to pay trib- 
ute to the enterprise and public spirit that are 
building up the most stupendous city under 
the sun, and the day is not far distant when 
the floating 1 ef the new metropolis 
will have to estimated by the hundred 
thousand in order to approximate the truth.

Halsted street is the longest business thor- 
oughfarein Chicago. It probably has a be- 


ginning somewhere down im the southern 


part of the State, perhaps at the Onio River,” 


but where that beginning really is nobody 


seems to know. When Chicago shull have 
gathered within its corporate embrace the 
whole of Illinois, perchance, more definite 
information will be obtainable in regard to 
this important matter. But, setting aside its 
mystic Egyptlan birthplace and unknown 
course through the State, there is still 
enough left of the known and explored parts 
to make Halsted street worthy of notice. 

To make a tour of Halsted street one need 
not begin farther south than Sisty-umth 
street. Here are seen the first symptoms of 
metropolitan life. The symptoms are not 
encouraging. They consist of a saloon and a 
street-car stable. The latter, like all its 
fellows in Chicago, is a yellow brick struct- 
ture in the architectural style of the ancient 
store box. Far away to the south extends a 
flat plain, which at tné proper season of the 
year is covered with cabbages. Here and 
there the plain is dotted with a vagrant house 
that has apparently strayed away from towa 
and got lost and has no visible means of sup- 
port. Through this dreary expanse comes, 
straight as a royal flush, the gray streak that 
is soon to enter busier scenes. 

At the corner of Sixty-ninth street and the 
gray streak are the termini of two street-car 
lines—one along Sixty-ninth street to State; 
the other along Halstea street to—whither 
shall presently appear. Persons contemplat- 
ing a trip on the latter line are warned that 
it is of no use trying to work off a second- 
hand Sixty-ninth street transfer“ on the 
conductor; it has been tried before. 

AMONG THE CABBAGES. 

Proceeding north on Halsted street, the in- 
dications of metropolitan greatness are soon 
left in the rear and for a mile or so the 
route lays through cabbage-fields and lands 
of a pastoral order. At Sixty-third street 
connection is made with aline of cars. that 
laps the State street cabie at Sixty-first 
street. Around this point are clustered a 
tew saloons, shops, and hotels for farmers. 
One of these last bids for mixed custom by 
this unique sign: 

: FARMERS’ HOME & STALLUNG. 

Still the way lies thro flat, brown fields. 
Houses become more frequent along the 
roadside; a beer garden and an occasional 
saloon are passed, but it 1s not until Forty- 
third street is reached that city life is really 
encountered. When business does commency 
on Halsted street there is no mistuke about 
it. Far to the left are the great Union Stock- 
Yards and mammoth packing-Rouses— the 
meat-martket of the world. To the right the 
street is lined with a few stores and a good 
many saloons. Some of the latter, for gen- 
eral toughness, could not, probably, be 
equaled anywhere else in the world. 

At Fortieth street the tourist must change 
cars. He is given a transfer,“ and, if he 
escape death or dismemberment in dodging 
across the network of railroads leading to 
the Stock-Yards, resumes his asatreet-car 
journey at Thirty-niath street. From that 
point to Archer avenue the passenger has on 
his left hand the famous precinct of Bridge- 
port, about Which the less said the better. 
Both sides of the way are built up with shops 
and saioons—mostiy saloons—save where a 
vacant lot or cabbage garden occasionally 
appears. How any one can successfully har- 
vest a cabbage crop in this locality without 
having it guarded by a cordon of police pass- 
eth human understanding, 

At Thirty-fifth, Thirty-first, and Twenty- 
sixth streets Halste street connects 
with ocross-town street car lines, the 
first named not yet in operation, and at 
Twenty-fifth street and Archer avenue it in- 
tersects the Archer avenue line. Halsted 
street crosses the South Branch of the river 
at Twenty-fourth street and becomes 
the chief North and South business 
thoroughfare of the West Side. A few 
blocks beyoud the bridge, at Oanalport av- 
énue, the 44 again changes cars. 
Heretofore he has n carried by the Chica- 
go City Railway com y, but now he 
must entrust himself to Mr. Yerkes’ 
West Side system, over which he 
receives a transfer that will take him 
down-town over either the Canaiport avenue 
or South Halsted street line. Being headed 
for Lake View, he chooses the latter and con- 
tinues his journey. As the car goes on the 
business aspect of the street improves ma- 
terially. The buildings are more substantial, 
the shops are on a larger scale, and the sa- 
loons are more gaudy. Another street-car 
line is intersected at Eighteenth street, 
street the way lies 
over a viaduct that spans the Bur- 
lington tracks. From the yiaduct to Har- 
rison street there is little change. 
The West Twelfth street car line is crossed 
at the street from which it takes its name. At 
Harrison street the Blue Island avenue une 
joins Haisted and the Harrison street line is 


crossed. 

Here begins the “tough” part of Halsted 
street. From Harrison street to Madison 
is the nightly promenade of the most aban- 
doned classes of the West Side. In- 
terspersed With man reputabie busi- 
ness houses are all kinds of dens. This 
section is not so bad as it was a year or two 
ago. Then it abounded in concert saloons of 
the lowest type. These have been closed up, 
and where one of the worst of them was lo- 
cated is now the home of the Adelphi Mis- 
sion. Among the redeeming features of this 
particular part of Halsted street are two weil 
conducted theatres. 

Other street-car lines cross Halsted at Van 
Buren, Adams, and Madison &treets. At 
Madison the Blue Island avenue line parts 
company and goes eastward, and the Ogden 
avenue and Madison street lines are crossed. 

In the evening there is no busier corner in 
the city than the corner of Halsted and Mad- 
ison streets. With the Haymarket Theatre 
and the Academy only afew doors away, a 
dime museum within baif a block, three 
rival clothing stores at hand, and ianumera- 
ble garish saloons on all sides, there is no 
lack of activity in that neighborhood be- 
tween the hours of7 p. m. and midnight. But 
the tourist waite. 

GOING NORTHWARD. 

A block beyond Madison street he must 
leave the Halsted street car. Here he may 
take a Randolph street car and go west, but 
he isn't going that Way; or he may take a 
West Indiana street car and go north, but as 
the car will take him a few squares only he 
wisely determines to continue his journey on 
foot. Leaving behind him the historic hay- 
market square, Where the fatal bomb was 
thrown by the Anarchists, he waiks across 
the viaduct that bridges the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, the Panhandle, and the Northwestern 
rullways and is soon at the intersection of 
Indiana street, Halsted street, and Milwau- 
kee avenue. At this point is the last vestige 
of business that he will see for some dis- 
tance. except the inevitable saloon. He ob- 
serves that street-car tracks are laid on his 
route, but as no cars are run On them they 

no present interest. At Chicago 
avenue his way is over one of the finest via- 
ducts in the country, and thence crosses the 
North Branch and Goose Island. 

Goose, Island is famous — dry-docks, tan- 
heries, dogs, aud goats. re are no geese 
on Goose Isiand. Altogether it is an 1il-

| probably adopted by the aristocratic sub- 
urbanites who live and own property in the 
‘vicinity ot Halsted street ana Graceland av- 
enue. Call it what they may, the avenue is 
to all intents and purposes a Continuation of 
the subject of this sketch, for the hne runs 
straight ahead. Passing between picturesque 
houses and wide, rolling lawns; the pedes- 
trian soon comes upon a massive stone buiid- 
ing on the right, which is the United 
States Marine Hospital. Beyond the hos- 
pital are a few straggling Cottages, and then 
comes a waste of sand hills, with here and 
there a cluster of stunted trees, trying 
to absorb sustenance from the ungefierous 
soil. Sidewaiks have disappeared; the road- 
is a mixture of sand, cinders, and 
leather scra A mule north of Graceland 
avenue civilization again appears in the 
form of the Lake View Water-Works. Ona 
second thought it does not appear that the 
term civilization can in anv sense apply to 
this barbarous disseminator of typhoid- 
fever. Beyond the water-works is a row of 
half a dozen small houses. Who lives in 
them and why any one should livein them are 
mysteries. hese houses front the street, 
which here is a mere sandy waste, and have 
the lake shore for a back-yard. They may 
be occupied by dishermen, but there are no 
outward signs of that vocation. One small 
frame structuré fronting. the lake bears 
@ sign, inscribed: Fliegender Hol- 
lander Club,” whatever that may mean. 
The appearance of strangers in this remote 
settlement makes a stir among the inhabi- 
tants. Curious taces and fattened noses 
appear at the windows, and the dogs, of 
which every family seems to have one or 
two, bark an angry protest at the intrusion. 
And now we are come to the end of Hal- 
sted street. Towering over this last row of 
houses and standing at the outer edge of 
where the sidewalk should be is a row of 
nobie trees that picturesquely usher this 
great thoroughfare out of existence, nearly 
fourteen miles from where the journey be- 
gan. Beyond the trees are only a few uncer- 
tain wagon tracks in the shifting sand, and 
these are quickly lost on the wave-washed 
‘shore of.Lake Michigan.

HOW TIPPECANOE WENT TO His IN- 
AUGUBATION, . 


The Reader May Contrast the Journey 
Which President-Elect Harrison Is 
About to Make with That of His 
Grandfather in the Forties—The Lote 
of the People for Their Western Presi- 

am — What History Will Repeat with 
Emphasis. 2 

Tuesday, Jan. 26, 1841, crowds ot the citi- 
zens of Cincinnati congregated lu front of the 
Henrie House to see for the last time previous 
to his entering upon the important duties of 
office the President-elect, Geo. William 
Henry Harrison. 

The day was cloudy and the streets were 
muddy. A carriage had been provided, but 
the General preferrea walking, and was es- 
corted by several military companies and a 
large number of citizens to the river, where 
lay the steamboat Ben Franklic waiting for 
the distinguished passenger. Tue crowd 
upon the wharf was immense for those days, 
and was estimated at, 12,000. 4 

Gen. Harrison was most deeply affected 
when, from the deck of the little steam boat, 
he briefly addressed his friends and neigh- 
bors. He spoke of the difference in his feelings 
at that time from those experienced when he 
first landed at that spot, an numble Knsign 
in the army of bis country; and contrasted 
the present scene with that of his arrival, 
when only an occasional log cabin could be 
discovered and all around was a dense, dark 
wood the silence of which was unbroken 
save by the scream of the panther and fierce 
yell of the savage. He spoke of the part he 
had borne in all these changing years and of 
his love for the great West. 

He said he fully realized the vast résponsi- 
bilities of the duties he was about to enter 
upon and that the Nation’s weal would be 
his compass and polar star. When he was 
found deviating from the high road of gen- 
uine democracy he felt that he would merit 
their condemnation and rebuke. He closed 
his remarks with words of farewell, and 
amidst the cheers of the muititude, the mar- 
tial music, and the cannon’s boom from 
either shore the little boat steamed away

MR. A. C. STORY ON SCHOOL AFFAIRS. 


A Partial Report of the Board of Educa~ 
tion for Last Year. 

A portion of tue report of the Board of Educa- 
tion forthe year ending June 30, 1688. has been 
printed. Asarule no part of the report has 
been printed until about ten months after the 
close of the school year. This issue marks 
progress. The portion issued contains the views 
of President Allan C. Story. It would not be 
surprising to find some extracts embodied in 
Democratic campaign documents. The statistics 
of the report have been published in 
Tae TRIBUNE, ha ie been compiled 
independent of Educational De- 
partment. r. Story dwells at length on 
the lack of school accommodation. During the 
last year of his administration buildings were 
erected hav a seating capacity of 5,400. This 
added only 3, to the seating capacity of the 
schoois, as buildings having a capacity for 2,125 
pupils were torn down. No explanation for the 
tearing Gown is vouchsafed. There was an in- 
crease of eighty-nine in the teaching force for 
the 8,275 additional pupils. This does not accord 
with the statement made further on in the re-

MAX O’RELL ON AMERIOA. 


Toone who peruses “Jonathan and His 
Continent and then lays. down the book to 
reflect on what he has read there is only 
one thing more amusing than the attitude of 
Max O’Rell toward America, and that is the 
attitude of America to Max O’Rell. There is 
something charming in the assurance with 
which the clever French reporter announces 
his intention of coming over to write up“ 
this country. He is as much impressed with 
his own importance as if he were a Goldwin 
Smith or a Matthew Arnold; but, wnat is 
much more remarkable, America takes him 
at his own estimate. National parvenuism 
opens its arms to welcome the French Jen- 


Kyns. 

Mr. Whitelaw Reid receives the dis- 
tinguished stranger with the admonition, 
Do not fall into the great error of fancying 
that you have seen America in six months,“ 
and Jenkyns promises on his word of honor 
that he will make no such mistake. He will 
not repay hospitality with malicious misrep- 
resentation. His sense of honor is as deli- 
cate as the feelings of Americans are sensi- 
tive. 

With this understanding his host bids him 
be seated, and the meal begins. The 
**clawsses’”’ that entertain him put on their 
best behavior, for they are under examina- 
tion. They are tremulously anxious to know 
how Jenkyns will report them. The women 
assume their best Parisian gowns; surely no 
fault can be found with them. They brush 
up their school-book French and flatter them- 
selves that it will prove conciliatory. They 
even essay with some trepidation a 
bon mot, and wonder if it will scintillate 
in the pages of Jenkyns’ forthcoming book. 
All the preliminaries * arranged on both 
sides, Jenkyns adjusts his spectacies, un- 
folds his napkin, and begins his dinner and 
his task. 

This is called Seeing America.“ M. O’ Rell 
does not flatter himself that he is seeing 
more than the surface, or that he is skim- 
ming anything but the froth of the social pot. 
But he applies himself to his work with dis- 
crimination, and separates cream from 
scum. 

He is aware that it is the “haughty dis- 
dain”? of the English that exasperates 
Americans. It is the Englishman who “ oc- 
casionally presents himself at Jonathan’s 
dinner parties in a tweed suit, fearing to do 
him too much honor by putting on evening 
Gress. His little talent of making himself 
disagreeable abroad comes out more strongly 
in America, and Jonathan, one of whose 
little weaknesses is love of approbation, I 
honestly believe, has a cordial antipathy to 
the magnificent Briton.“ it would be inter- 
esting to know which M. O’Rell despises tne 
more, the insolence of the Englishman or the 
wounded vanity of the American. Perhaps 
his opinion may be learned from the follow- 
ing paragraph: : 

Jonathan has forgotten that the English were 
once his oppressors; he forgives them for the 
War of 1812; without forgetting it. he forgives 
them for having, during the Civil War, sided with 
the slave-owners; but he cannot forgive an En- 
glishman for coming to his dinner-tabie in a 
tweed suit. 

After glancing about the dinner-table, to 
which he himself has not been so contuma- 
cious as to come in a tweed suit, and pre- 
sumably listening to the apologetic bragging 
which is the favorite occupation of the 
American upper clawss,“ M. O’Rell vent- 
ures to generalize in this profound observa- 
tion: 

There is a pronounced childish side to the 

character of all the Americans. Ia less than a 
century they have stridden ahead of all the na- 
tions of the Old World; they are astonished at 
their own handiwork, and, like children with a 
splendid toy of their own manufecture in their 
hands, they say to you: Look. just look, is it 
not a beauty?’ And, indeed, the fact is that, for 
him who will look at it with unprejudiced eyes, 
the achievement is simply marvelous. 
This concession is the molasses which M. 
O' Rell discreetly administers with his physic. 
That ne believes in the efficacy of the com- 
bination of the two is shown in the sentence 
immediately following: 

The Americans like compliments and are, I be- 
lieve, sensitive to criticism. have not yet 
got over Charles Dickens’ “Am “Notes,” 
nor the still older criticisms of Mra. Trollope. 

It was, indeed, a great oversight in Dickens 
and Mrs. Trollope to negiect the mo/asses. 
Be assured that M. O’ Reil will be gute of no 
such oversight. Foreigners cannot too 
careful not to offend these really worthy 
people who think themselves a great Nation, 
and yet are fearful lest other nations may 
not think with wem! 

An Englishman ora Frenchman will never ask 
you what you think of England or France. The 
fact is they both care little or nothing for the for- 
eigner’s opinion. The Frenchman does not 
douht that his country is beyond competition. If 
he enter into the subject at all it is to congrat- 
ulate the stranger upon coming to visit it. The 
Englishman makes less noise over it. In his 
provokingly calm manner he is perfectly per- 
suaded that his England is the first country in 
the world, and that everybody admits it, and the 
idea of asking an outsider for his opinion of it 
would never enter his head. He would think it 
so ridiculous, so amusing, so grotesque, that any 
one should tell him England was not at the nead 
of all nations that he would not take the trouble 
to resent it. He would pity the person, and the 
matter would go no further. 

Let us, therefore, be gentle with the thin- 
skinned Americans,’’ says M. O’Rell to nim- 
self, since they have not attained to the 
self-sufficiency of the French or the con- 
scious superiority of the English. Amer- 
icans adore their women. Let us praise the 
woman.“ And after this supposititious re- 
flection he writes: 

As for the women, I do not hesitate to say that 
in the East, in New York especially, they might 
perfectly well be taken for French women. It is 
the same type, the same gait, the same vivacity, 
the same petulance, the same amplitude of pro- 


_ portions.

The beauty of the American women, like that 
of the men, is due much more to the animation 
of the face than to form or coloring. The aver- 
age of good looks is high, indeed. Ido not re- 
member to have seen one hopelessly plain wom 
anduringmy six months’ rambie through the 
„ 

The New-Yorkers and Bostonians will have it 
to be that Chicago women have enormous feet 
and hands. Iwas willing to believe this up to 
the day I went to Chicago. Ifound the Cnicago 
women and those of the West generaliy pretty, 
with more color than their Eastern sisters, only 
as a rule quite slight, not to say thin. 

That which is lacking in the pretty American 
faces of the East is color and freshness. The 
complexion is pale, and it is only their plump- 
ness Which comes to their rescue after 30 and 
prevents them froni looking faded. Those who 
remain thin generally fade quickly; the com- 
plexion becomes the color of whitey-brown 
paper and wrinkles freely. 

lf American women went in for more out-door 
exercise; if they let the outer air penetrate con- 
stantly into their rooms; if they gave up living 
in hot-houses, they would have some color, and 
their beauty need, perhaps, fear no competition 

Europe. 

Chicago should feel duly grateful at having 
the reproach removed which was cast on her 
by her envious Eastern sisters. 

Nothing is more diverting than to hear the 
dwellers of each great American town criticise 
the dweliers in the others. All these societies, 
each almost in its infancy as yet, are jealous one 
of another. At Boston, for instance, you will be 
told that the Ch.cago people are all pig-stickers 
and pork-packers. In Chicago, you will hear that 
Boston is composed of nothing but prigs ana 
“ précieuses ridicules.“ 

M. O’ Rell does not take it on himself to de- 
cide whether one or the other, or both, were 
rigut. That he was greatly impressed with 
Chicago 1s evident from the warm terms in 
which he 8 of the appreciative audi- 
ences that he addressed here, the genial, 
polished, and weil read society in which he 
was received, and the wonderful inventions 
which were shown to him, particularly in 
connection with the nr 
His admiraton, indeed, rises to ost a pro- 
vhetic hight: 

What will they not invent in Chicago? That 
which looks like a joke today may be a reality 
next week, and I shail not be surprised, the next 
time I go to Chicago, to find that the talking 
power of woman has been utilized as a motor for 
the sewing-machine by the chin with 
the wheel. 

It is noticeable that when Mr. O’Reti has a 
remark of this kind to make he quickly neu- 
trahzes Ks acidity by an infusion of sac

ing nothing. I met a few American Colonels 
who had recently been promoted “ misters.” 
They were so proud of their new title that they 
insisted on being addressed thus. 

In his chapter on Billionaires” the author 
shows all the gaping admiration of a Jen- 
kyns, except in the last paragraph, which is 
pregnant enough with thought to be quoted: 

There is no other name than ‘king’ used in 
speaking of the few great financiers who hold 
the bulk of the railway stock in America. But 
they are not the only ones. There are oil kings, 
copper kings. silver kings. and I know not what 
other majesties in America, and when you see tne 
power possessed by these, and the numberless 
trusts. combinations, and ls, a power press- 
ing often closely on the million, you wonder how 
the -Americans, who found one King one too 
many. should submit so patiently to being gov- 
erned by scores. 

That the American girl should receive 
much attention from the Frenchman wasa 
foregone conclusion. He honors her with an 
11 which is clever: From the age of 
18 the American girl is allowed almost every 
liberty. She takes the others.“ Here is the 
sting, but it is followed by the inevitable 
sweetness: 

It is tne respect that woman inspires in Ameri- 
can men which allows the young girl to go about 
with such freedom and to queen it all through 
tne States. Jonathan might give more than one 
lesson in this subject to tie men of the Old 
Worid, even to the Frenchman, who, in the mat- 
ter of politeness, lives a good deal en the reputa 
tion of his ancestors. Jonathan's respect for 
women is disinterested, pvufely platonic. In 
France this respect takes the form of a polite- 
ness which verges on gallantry, and is often not 
disinterested. A Frenchman will always stand 
back to let a lady pass, but will profit by the oc- 
casion to take a good look her. © Amer- 
can, in similar circumstances, will respectfully 
lower his eyes. 3 

The virtue of the American girl, accordin 
to M. O’ Rell, rests not alone on the honor of | 
her countrymen, but on the firm basis of her 
own calculation: 

She will not embark in the romance until she 
sees her way to proftit—and profits. thereby. 
Fortune, or a title, that is her aim. She keeps 
itin view, even in the most touching moments. 
Between to kisses she will perhaps ask her 
lover: “Are you rich?” It is the pinch of rhu- 
barb between two layers of jam. ‘The constant 
aspirawon of these young républicansis to be 
one day Countess, Marchioness, or Duchess. 
The number of European coats of arms which 
have been taken out of pan, or regilt, with 
American dollars is enormous. 

Think of a Frenchman réproaching Amer- 
ica for its mariages de convenance! Yet this 
is what M. O’Rell does, justifying it in the 
following language: 

In France itis the parents who are to biame, 
and not the girls. They try to secure for their 
daughters what they are pleased to call a posi- 
tion, whilst in America itis the young girl her- 
self who chooses her husband: she alone is re- 
sponsible for this crime against Cupid's laws. 
She has not, either. the Freuen girl’s excuse, ig- 
norance of the world; she knows better what 
awaits her on leaving the church. A French 
girl sometimes passes straight from the convent 
to the marriage altar, without her consent hav- 
ing been asked or even her opinion consulted. 
And, again, I must add that if French parents 
often cause a girl of W to marry a man 
twice her age. they would shudder at the idea of 
giving her into the arms of an old man. 

The American girl is a terrible creature as 
well as mercenary and charming—as witness 
this: 

The American girl is past mistress in the art 
of turning to account her little capital of beauty, 
youth, and virtue. To bring about the realiza- 
tion ofa dream she knows how to employ all 
love's artillery, and if the object of her desire is 
recalcitrant she can fire red-hot balls 

lam going to launch @ rather dangerous asser- 
tion. It seems to me that the American woman 
does not render to man a hundredth part of the 
adoration he renders to her. If love could spring 
from gratitude Jonathan would be the most be- 
loved of men. But does love ever spring from 
gratitude? In tne eyes of the American woman 
man has his good points. Heinsures her a good 
position when he marries her, he works hard to 
satisfy her smallest wishes, and so long as his 
signature has any value at the foot of a check 
this will be an extenuating umstance in his 
favor. e * — — 781 . — 

How American women Ares 
caped this keen observer’s attention: 

In the large cities they dress well, but they 
lack the simplicity of style which, for example, 
the Princess of Wales has so happily inculcated 
in the Englishwomen who surround her. Amer- 
ican women have plenty of style of their own, 
and also a great deal of distinction and grace, 
but they always look dressed for conquest. It is 
well to be it, but not well to show it. They are 
apt to laugh at the toilet of Englishwomen, and 
model their own dress on French lines. For my 
part I think that nothing can surpass a fresh 
young English girl in a cotton dress and simple 
straw hat. 

M. O’Rell’s gift as a reporter is shown in 
the quickness with which he seizes a unique 
happeuing, exaggerates its strangeness, and 
from the particular instance argues a uni- 
versal. A Kansas churchgoer bit off the 
nose ot his pastor, with whom he disagreed 
on a point of doctrine. Conclusion: In Kan- 
sas when churchgoers disagree with a cler- 
gyman’s teachings they bite off his nose. 
(Sensation in Paris.) 

There is one thing whicn M. O' Reli leaves 
in a state of doubt—it is his opinion regard- 
ing terrapin. The flavor is so pronounced, 
he says, that you must think it either deli- 
cious or detestable: and he declines to say 
what he thinks it. But he is perfectly frank 
regarding the main dish of an ideal Ameri- 
can dinner: Canvas-back duck is a „ 
delicacy. It is hung in front of a fire for a 
few minutes only. The first time this purple 
meat is presented to you it horrifies you; but 
l advise you to try and surmount your repug- 
nance; thre dish is exquisite.” 

It is gratifying to learo from this that M. 
O’ Rell was satisfied with ‘us food while in 
America. As a society reporter he has been 
a success, and his — 22 which bave 
been extensively quo in this article, must 
be entirely agreeabie to his hosts who so 
good-naturedly submitted to his inspection. 

But has he really eaten American food in 
feasting on terrapin and duck? And has he 
really visited America in visiting those new 
families which constitute what is at present 
American society ? ; 

If a foreigner would report accurately the 
real America he must visit not the homes of a 
raw and moneyed aristocracy, but the homes 
of the great mass of the people—the work- 
ers, the fighters, the bone and sinew of the 
Nation—who make it possible that foreign 
reporters be entertained in marble palaces 
and be talked to by silly, diamond-decked 
women. The O’Rells who come here, if they 
come for truth and not for terrapin, should 
come in tweed suits, and, looking for the 
true American, find him clothed in homespun.

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| THE STUDY OF DRAMATIO ART. 


Fortunately for our progress in any direc- 
tion there are always a few persons to whom 
mere amusement is not satisfying, and who 
desire to promote an interest in ail the 
highest forms of art. To their influence we 
owe the gradual elevation of the public taste; 
until this is in some measure accomplished 
the best talent will not be supported in music, 
sculpture, and painting, or on the stage. 

This was illustrated in the seventeenth cent- 
ury in Italy by Cotta, the greatest tragedian of 
the period, withdrawing forever from the plat- 
form because the public did not appreciate 
the truly fine dramas in which alone he was 
willing to take part. How much they may 
have lost well worthy of their attentive 
regard; how much at might have ad- 
vanced forever dramatic art in their own 
fair land! 


The first aim in all plays, either tragic or 
comic, should be to make the historical or 
imaginative past so present as to ex- 
tinguish for the moment all remembrance 
of our own daily life. This rarely 
happens, but we can judge how imperfect 
the play is by the extent of the failure. 

To Greece we are indebted for the three 
great laws which have been more or less fol- 
lowed by successful dramatists since that 
time. These are usually known as the 
‘* Three unities of action, time, and place 
the value of which has given rise to mnu- 
merable discussions among art critics. 

That of action is without doubt of greatest 
value; and means simply that some one 
character, some one virtue or weakness, must 
be made prominent; any side issue that 
mars that effect injures the drama. Unity 
of place means that the actors should not be 
changed from place to place in an improbable 
manner. That of time means that the play 
shouid be written as if it took place in a few 
hours, or at least a few days, and not as 
Lope de Vega says of his Spanish audiences— 
that they 

Seated once disdain to go away, 
Unless in two short hours they see a play, 
Brought down from Genesis to judgment-day. 

All dramas should have one point of t- 
est interest, all coming before this should 
tend toward the climax; all coming after- 
wards should be carefully arranged not to 
destroy that effect. Recalling the dramas 
you wer have read, and trying to study them, 
you will be greatly aided in your apprecia- 
tion of them if you wili carefully read this 
sentence by Frederic Harrison: The French 
drama, like the Greek and the Roman, is to 
the typical drama of Spain, England, and 
Germany what a statue is to a picture ’’—the 
former ideal and harmonious, the latter full 
of realism and movement. 

Now read a few pages, or the entire e 
written by Guizot upon the Salon of 1810; 
another upon the Beaux Arts, and as you 
gradually understand that in sculpture some 
one emotion must be portrayed, and one atti- 
tude chosen to express it, for the simple reason 
that to attempt to do more only ruins the 
effect, you will see that this Lmitahon tends 
toward simplicity and repose. 

In pictures variety of tizures and attitudes 
is allowed, but this liberty is too often ex- 
aggerated, so that your only recollection is of 
a medley without clear meaning; the same ex- 
cuse of variety has ruined many a drama. 

in pictures always agreeable for the eye to 
rest upon you will generally find this element 
of repose. Apply this to plays and you hold 
tne key that gives you intelligent under- 
standing of what is often ignorantly dis- 
cussed—the greater value of the modern 
realistic or the ancient classical drama. 


The English stage is, as you remember, 


realistic, and is rather given in its tragedies 
to having its principal characters die before 
your eyes on the stage. Now to the French 
mind this mars the artistic effect, and only 
produces an unnecessary shock. Sophocles 
among the Greeks had this idea prominently 
before him when he wrote his Electra.“ 
Read this play and compare it with those of 
Eschylus and Euripides on the same sudject, 
and try to decide which impresses you most. 
Thés will teach you discrimination. 

If you wish to learn to enjoy dramatic art 


‘take up some historical character and read 


the dramas written upon that subject. They 
will reward your search.

„Marie Stuart“ of Schiller in German, 

the Maria Stuarda of Alfieri in Italian. 
In reading and comparing them you have 
pleasant work for a stormy week at home, 
and truer appreciation of the next play in 
which you see the Queen represented. 

On Julius Cesar read first of all the 
„Rome Sauvée’”’ of Voltaire, which gives 
you his earlier life, then Shakspeare’s play, 
and again Voltaire’s‘* Mort du Cesar,“ 
which adds a new tragic element to the play; 
and Alfleri's Brutus Second,“ and that old 
historical time will have a clearer light 
thrown on it that will give it an added glory. 
Another character to study in this way is 
that of Don Carlos, a favorite subject of play 
writers. 

To recall the story, not familiar to all, may 
not be tedious. Grandson of Charles V. of 
Spain, he was deformed and headstrong. 
His opinions clashed from the first with 
those of his father, Philip IL, who in all 
things was crafty and bigoted. It wasa 
natural result of this conflict that Philip 
should pronounce his son unit to govern in 
his place and write to the Pope that 
from the earliest years the strength 
of a wicked nature has stitied in 
Don Carlos every paternal instruction.“ 
But when we recall the influence of the 
wicked Duke of Alva over Philip; how twice 
marriages were arranged for the son, and 
bow each time the father won the expectant 
bride, first Elizabeth of France and again 
Anne of Germany, daughter of Maximilian, 
we may realize that the son had some cause 
for rebelhon. Condemned to death, anda 
found dead in his prison where Philip con- 
fined him, the question is still open to dis- 
cussion whether his father ordered it or 
whether it was accidental. 

Witb the story in mina turn to the dramas: 
Atway's Don Carlos in English, that of 
M. Joseph de Chénier in French, Schiller’s 
in German, which defends the son; Alfieri’s 
„Filippo“ in Italian, and in Spanish El 
Principe Don Carlos of Montalvare, in 
which is great historic truth. 

Having long since learned to appreciate 
Shaks s “Othello,” one of the most 
difficult characters to act, turn to the“ Mari- 
amne” of Calderon, and read of Herod's 
jealousy of his wife. For fear of her marry- 
ing another in case of his death, he decides 
to make sure of preventing it by killing her. 
The Emperor tavius Cesar, hearing of 
this scheme, tries to persuade her to leave 
her husband. She turns toward the Emperor 
with these words: | 

Sire, my husband is my husband, and if he sla 
me I am guiltless, which in the flight you urge 
would not be. But, alas, for poor Mariamne. 
She is killed by Herod’s blows intended to slay 
Octavius, and her husband when he learns his 
mistake mourns her as bitterly as Othello 
the pure Desdemona of our English tragedy.

The Philistine made so much of the Pauline 
Opposition to woman, as he understands the 
apostle of the Gentiles, that the defenders of 
more rational views have grown demoralized, 
and. instead of undertaking to discover whether 
St. Paul ever said aught that should be taken 
modifvingly in context with these apparently un- 
chivalrous Geliverances, have simply proposed 
that St. Paul be banished from the woman's 
calendar of saints. One of these. writing in a 
leading British magazine, affirms that. in the ex- 
tracts quoted. We have the perfectly clear, the 
perfectly unequivocal teaching of St. Paul.“ 
She maintains that in a country saturated 
from the throne to the slum with the Pauline 
theology and the Pauline ethic worthier ideals 
of womankind can make no headway. In Amer- 
ica, she adds, no argument is necessary to show 
that the policy of woman repression and oppres- 
gion is due to the Protestant religious creed in 
its intuitive, uninguiring, unintelligent respect 
for the Bible—especiaily for St. Paul. His 
numbing influence, his dirgelike refrains, quench- 
ing hope and discouraging effort. have branded 
advance with the stamp of impiety.” 

St. Paul would certainly enter a demurrer to 
this indictment. He would ask his unfair critics 
to take the whole of his writings as the basis of 
discovery of his social or family theory. He 
would at once pronounce the doctrine of hteral 
inspiration absurd; because, like every other 
contributor to the sacred Scriptures, he can be 
found flatly contradicting himself on some sub- 
ject, seriously altering at one time what he said 
at another time; enjoining upon men with ap- 
parent absoluteness obligations to be considered 
relatively to time, place, circumstance; and, in 
fact, writing and talking not at all with a fixed 
sense of eternal truth in every word he spoke, 
but with only the design of fitting words to local 
conditions, to certain specific states. and to 
periods of peculiar and transient disturbance. 

Thus, while he commands slaves to obey their - 
masters, he certainly would be astonished to be 
held to this hour of the worid’s history as the 
champion of slavery; and, while he uttered that 
command under certain circumstances, did he 
not also say at another time, “There is neither 
Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond nor tree? 
And did he not add, There is neither male nor 
female”? Did he not say, It is not good to eat 
fiesh’’? How many of those who construe him 
literally regarding the statas of women follow 
the word of his implied command in this re- 
spect? Does he not say also that the use of the 
sacramental symbols, the Bread and wine, im- 
plies in the literal sense the body and blood of 
Obrist? How many of the literal followers of the 
apostie in the case of women and the use of 
meat accept him literally on this? ä 

The truth is that St. Paul was the most gallant 
and chivalrous of the apostles. While in some 
given instance he rebuked some women who had 
scandalized a church by their obstreperous con- 
duct, in vartous other instances he pays the man- 
hest tribute to their services in behalf of relig- 
ion. He reminds his coworker Timothy that it 
was to his mother and grandmother he was in- 
debted for the Christian faith. He commends to 
the Romans Phebe, our sisten who is in the 
ministry of the church.” He requests them to 
assist her in whatever business she may need as- 


sistance, for she also hath assisted many and |. 


cilla and Aquila, „my helpers in Christ. : 


bids them salute “ Mary, who hath labored much 
among you.” He mentions with like grace sever- 
al other women and transmits in another epistle 
with highbred courtesy messages of compli- 
ment from several women in whose house he 
lodged. He did not become what we mean in 
our days by “agitator,” but he was a bold, 
splendid, and courageous defender of spiritual 
equality, and an advocate of that doctrine by 
which all inequalities founded on injustice must 
perish—tbe doctrine of charity and love. 

The Englishwomen who want him expelled 
from the litanies, who, in fact, want the Bible 
laid wholly aside as a barrier in the progress of 
the sex, are evidently not well acquainted either 
with its text or with the rational mode of inter- 
preting it. If the British Philistine has substi- 
tuted his own stupidity for the tight of the 
apostle of the Gentiles. that is not a good reason 
for the women who claim to be children of light 
to follow his pernicious example.

'BETTERING SUFFERING WOMEN. 


Why Should Women Talk of Organizing 
Against Capital, She Asks, When They 
Ought to Earn, to Share, to Enjoy 

Capitalf— The Country Will Open Its 
Homes to Women of the City Who Can 
Soothe and Bless—Common Sense Op- 
posed to Ser.timental Outp: urings. 


The country observer sees that the 200 
starving women of New York City are again 
marshailed to their annual exhibition in me 
New York newspapers, and again he draws 
up his army of perishing country women to 
confront them. It is at least fifteen years 
since our felluw-citizens of New York—ed- 
itors, lecturers, phbilanthropists—men and 
women, have arrayed this host of women 
perishing for lack of wages, and appealed 
through them to the patriotism and humanity 
of the Nation; and to every appeal I have 
responded with a large host of women in the 
country hamlets perishing for lack of help, 
and have said publicly and privately, * Send 
me ten women, send me even two women 
out of these city sufferers, who will do as well 
as they can, and I will be responsible to the 
extent of providing them with homes where 
at least they shall have comfortable shelter, 
abundant food, and as large wages as they 
shall show themselves capable of earning.“ 

Not one woman has ever come. 

The last cry of the starving resounds from 
Deimonico’s. 1 suspect a littie sarcasm in 
the report which deals with the silk gowns 
and veivet wraps and tailor-made costumes 
and Delmonico lunch of the Deimonicons be- 
fore reaching the object of their assembling, 
the discussion of workimgwomen’s wrongs. 
But I have no sarcasm for the well dressed 
disputants. With ali their silks and velvets 
they were, no doubt, as hard-working women 
as the seamstresses for whom they spoke, 
and they had as good aright to eat Delmon- 
ico’s lunch as Delmonico had to cook it. That 
their wages were better than the wages of 
the sewing-women is not the fault of their 
hearts but the strength of their heads. 

Mrs. Davis, a former missionary from Asia 
Minor and a leader if not the founder of the 
society of The King’s Dauguters,“ is re- 
ported as saying that there are working- 
women spending sixteen hours a day for a 
little over $100 a year; that nothing is surer 
than that there will be a revolt in the ranks, 
and that at no distant date. There wil be 
an uprising,” says Mrs. Davis, and if God 
spares me I shaii be in it.“ 

Miss Van Etten is reported as taking the 
opposite side from Mrs. Davis. Mrs. Davis 
looks to the spread of Christian charity, the 
growth of the religious spirit, for the relief 
of workingwomen. Miss Van Etten was so 
sure that individual effort must take the 
shape of demanding public legislation that 
“ner strong face was pale with emotion.” 
The discussion had “stirred her biood”’ to 
insist that organization is the only way to 
fight capital.” It is very well to condemn 
strong measures,“ Miss Van Etten is report- 
ed to have said, as you sit here ia elegance 
and comfort, but down in Lafayette place 
is a littie group of women trying to arm to 
fight starvation.”’ 

A LADY OF THE NEEDLE. 

Ina village I wot of there is another group 
of women not trying to arm, but ail the time 
arming and fighting, not against death from 
starvauon, for they have food in galore, but 
against death from overwear of muscie and 
nerve dnd brain in the attempt to make 
homes. It is a pleasant village lying open to 
the sun; lying along one broad highway. 
winding, curving at its own sweet will 
through a green country of hills, and woods. 
and brooks, and trees, and birds. Itis nota 
village remote, inaccessible. The telegraph 
touches it. Horse-cars come dangerously 
near. The steam whistle of the railroads is 
heard there forty times a day, and twice 
each day comes the friendly hand of the 
NatioralGovernment bringing letters from 
the est corners of the earth. The even- 
ing skies are illuminated with the electric 
lights of four cities—the Aurora Borealis of 
man; and when Boston burued her crooked 
streets pot long ago the hamlet hills were 
aflame beneath the stirs. And the saddest 
tidings brought for many a day are tidings of 
the death of a sewing woman in that pleas- 
ant village. A sewing woman not from 
want, but because her skillful needle was al- 
ways in demand and could not always be se- 
cured, so great was the requisition on her 
time. [here was want, but it was on the 
part of the village. A low voiced, sweet 
natured woman, no lady lunching at Del- 
monico’s was more a lady than she. Her 
gentie face bore always a welcome to the 
home-returning. For the home-departing 
she would lay aside all other work that 
could be laid aside and devote herseif to the 
needed last preparations. Intelligent, she 
required only to be told what was wanted. 
How to accomplish it she knew herself. 
Whether tomakeor to mend, what colors 
harmonjzed, what tabric was suitable, what 
of repair would be extravagant, what of 
renewal would be economical, could be safe- 
ly trusted to her. Whether it were to dress 
a boy doll, to line an old curtain, to make a 
fur trimming intoafresh muff,a skating 
cap, a boot-sole; to treadle down the inter- 
minable seam, or curve around the minute 
buttonhole, or achieve the impossible 
blind-stitch—she carried it all off 
smilingly and brought it all home 
tranguilly. There was never a question 
of price. When her work was done she was 
paid whatever she found her work to be 
worth. She insisted on furnishing items, bus 
no one waoted them, except sometimes for 
convenience, never for guarantee. And all 
the time as wife, sister, daughter, she ful- 
filled all duties with a gentile fidelity that 
made her village sewing seem a special per- 
sonal tavor; and found time, too, for her 
sundry village festivities, church tea parties, 
county conferences, summer picnics at the 
beaches, candy-pullines and concerts of win- 
ter evenings. lways cheerful, always help- 
ful, always neat, reticent of trouble, if trouble 


+ she had, a fountain of sympathy and succor, 


her too early going has left a home desolate, 
a village in tears. 

It is not a selfish sorrow if we sometimes 
ask ourselves what shall we do without her; 
and yet I fear in our stress of need and in 
her never failing obligingness we have some- 
times overburdened her strength without 
knowing it. She was not starving; she was 
not even poor. Sbe had a modest but ample 
independence. She needed not to go beyond 
her own doorstone for all the comforts and 
enougn of the luxuries of life. She was the 
comrade and friend of her efhployers. But 
she had no chiidren, which gave ber the ad- 
vantage in leisure over those who had many. 
She had “faculty’’ which gave her the ad- 
vantage in execution over those who had it 
not, and so when the pile of mending grew 
too high, when the dressmaker’s day came 
with its ali-compelling strenuousness, it was 
too easy not to fall back on her sweet, calm 
soul—help without agitation, sympathy with- 
out misgiving, compiete understanding, and 
unfailing sunshine. 

In the next’ house to.Our Ladyof the 
Needle, Sweet * ha, gone now to the 
harmonious actjvitig97/ of her eternal rest, 
lives another Wo whom death has not 
yet subdued, but strong young figure 
is beset with premature disease and debility. 
On a lower plane her services were equally 
in requisition, her spirits oy unflagging, 
her responses equally unfailing. th a 
home of her own to care for, she cared also 
for a dozen other homes use there ——

‘vital fact that the vast majority of the 
fering workwomen are unski 

Shall Congress legislate that unskilled work- 
women shall be paid just as much as the 
skilled? Must the rich people in New York, 
must we poor people in the country villages, 
pay just as much money to the woman who 
can Only sew badly a seam already basted as 
we pay to the woman who Can take the cfoth 
and cut and baste and sew, from piece to 
garment? Must we even be forced by law 
to employ at ail the inefficient woman 
who understands no trade? We are 
sometimes forced to it b circum- 
stances, but by law it would seem to 
be traming iniquity. Can even the slop-snop- 
keepers, the hardest Graderinds of trade, be 
torced to employ women they do not want, 
or forced to pay a higher than the market 
price for their work? the law enter a 
poor woman’s garret and tell her that she 
shall bend over her needle only ten hours a 
day. or can it enter the clothier’s counting- 
room and tell him he shali pay her $200 in- 
stead of $100 a year? 

Organizauon is the only way to fight cap- 
ital, says Miss Van Etten, Dut what is it that 
is to be organized? Is it labor. Alas! that 
is a fight in which victory is almost as fatal 
as defeat. What can 10,000 of starving 
women, even organized, do against the well- 
fed capitalists, with the tremendous advan- 
tage of established order on their side? A 
“revolt in the ranks,” “uprising ’’—the 
words have 4 stirring sound at a Delmonico 
lunch, but what untold frenzy of bitter pas- 
sions, what mental and physical suffering it 
means in straitened homes! | 

Cannot the Deimonicons do better? Cannot 
organization provide the way to earn, to 
share, to enjoy capital instead of fighting 
capital! 5 

Mrs. Davis has a profound faith in Chris- 
tian charity and the religious spirit. Chris- 
tian charity and religious spirit are already 
organized in the places where the working- 
women are suffering from overwork, both in 
city and country. I have previously insisted 
and I again insist that the Christian churches 
of New York and the Christian churches of 
the country villages can dono better Chris- 
tian work than to combine into a moral cir- 
culating system by which the poor women of 
the cities, the women starving in the gar 
rets, perishing in the cellars, suall be sent to 
the country villages to save, not only them- 
selves, but the women who are perishing in 
their comfortable, ampie kitchens, in cheir 
sunny, well-aired sewing-rooms.

HOW CORKS ARE MANUFACTURED. 


Some Interesting Facts Concerning a Use- 
ful but Neglected Little Article. 

Just at the present time a business which 
makes about as little as any business can 
well make and keep itself from swamping is 
the making of corks. 

Chicago can boast of but two such estab- 
lishments, and at first glance there seems 
lite: ally no reason at all why it should not be 
a most lucrative business. 

There is ever a steady demand for corks; 
the emplovès are kept busy almost continual- 
ly and receive tolerably fair wages; each of 
the Chicago houses has a good trade, both 
wholesale and retail, yet they make no 
money. 

Some time ago the cork manufacturers 
formed a league, under which they bound 
themselves to certain things. fora time all 
went well, but soon it was discovered that 
several were not fulfilling their agreement, 
and the entire thing was, to put it mildly, 
** pusted.’’ 

At present, therefore, they are proceeding 
on the go as you please plan, and each 
one is heartily sick of it Obstinacy and the 
hope of better things in the future are ali 
that prevent ~ yg! of them from selling out. 

What would champagne be without the 
cork, and yet when it leavesits sanctum in 
the mouth of the bottie, with its soul inspir- 
ing pop,“ so much. anxiety is feu to get at 
what is beyond t that no thought whatever 
is given to the insignificant cork; yet had it 
the gift of speech of what wonderful things 
it could tell. 

Every piece of cork which enters this city 
has been — un 
Spain. In the n 
will the cork tree, whence it. all comes, 
thrive as under the blue skies of Spain. 
Large quantities are shipped every year 
from Madrid, Lisbon, and one or two other 
cities, one of the Chicago houses alone using 
nearly 6,000 bales last year. 

The entire bark is stripped from the tree 
trunk, leaving it naked and bare, but Dame 
Nature is kind, and soon a new covering be- 
gins to appear, of which it is again deprived 
by man, ravacious of gain. Seldom is the 
bark of much more than an inch in thickness, 
for the good reason that it is usually taken 
off ere it has time to grow thicker. However, 
the.tree cannot live and be robbed of its bark 
oftener than once in six years. 

The bark is broken or cut into pieces aver- 
aging afoot or more in length and various 
widths, pressed out flat, and packed in bales. 
These are transported to some seaport town, 
stowed away in vessels, and carried to New 
York. The average cost of a bale upon land- 
ing runs from $18 to $50 or $60, depending, of 
course, upon the quality of the material. 

Some ef the bark is exceedingty porous, 
with streaks and Loles running through it, 
which does not bring the price, naturally, 
which is paid for that which is entirely free 
from blemish. The last mentioned is called 
“velvet cork,” and used only in bottles 
filled with the finest winés. Such a self- 
willed substance as champagne otherwise 
might make its way through the cork. 

Upon reaching the factory the bales are 
unpacked, and piece by piece soaked fora 
short time—not more than ten or twenty 
minutes—in a vat filled with boiling water, 
after which the cork is softer and much 
easier to nandle, 

A cutter takes the pieces, places them 
within reach of a rapidly revolving wheel, 
with an edge so sharp that it is best to keep 
one’s fingers at a safe distance. The bark 18 
cut by this wheel into strips, the width of 
the diameter of the required cork. The 
strips are then placed in front of a cylin- 
drical instrument, which moves back and 
forth at the will of the manipulator, and 

unches out the corks, much after the same 

ashion that our grandmothers punched out 
those good old-fashioned cookies, which were 
the delight of our childhood. ä 

The next machine with which the cork 
comes into close contact is a most complex 
one. A cup-like receptacle is extended, the 
operative, in the case spoken of, a young 
girl, quickly places therein the cork; it is 
withdrawn, held against a horizontal, sharp, 
and rapidly revolving wheel in such a man- 
ner that the outside is pared off with that 
peculiar soft crunching sound that cork 
makes, leaving one end reduced in size and 
the whole cut in a uniform shape. 

The waste materiai and finished cork are 
then dropped by the machine into recepta- 
cles placed to receive them and the cup ex- 
tended for yet another cork. 

The whole thing is done in the twinkling 
of an eye; almost before you see the cork in 
place it is trimmed, dropped, and the ma- 
chine is ready for another. ; 

The operator sits in a low seat beside the 
machine, and as she feeds it yerforms with 
head and body a peculiar weaving motion, 
back and forth, although she herself is evi- 
dently unconscious of it. 

Everything in this country is done by ma- 
chinery, but the reporter was shown some 
beautiful carving from: cork done by hand 
by foreigu workmen.

Psychical Research began to investigate 
scientifically such reported “ phantasnis,” 
presentiments,“ and other so-called super- 
natural phenomena as could be traced to 
first-hand witnesses it was predicted that 
all such cases would be speedily exploded, 
that nothing tangible would be found, and 
consequently no result. Quite the contrary 
proved to be true. An enormous amount 
of testimony of the strongest kind was 
got together in a few months, sub- 
stantiating the truth of occurrences which, 
up to that time, no consideruble body of un- 
prejudicea people had believed. Most of 
those who did not absolutely reject all testi- 
moay attributed the occurrences to com- 
cidence.”” Many others, of course, thought 
„spirit phenomena proved beyond a doubt, 
and, consequently, immortality established. 
Instead of a paucity ot cases worth investi- 
gating there were more than could be attend- 
ed to, and the leaders in the movement, be- 
ing nearly all eminent men of science, soon 
found themselves overwhelmed with work 
of the most tempting nature. Some of the 
best cases were reported from the United 
States, and within a short time after 
the first reports were published in 
England the American society was 
formed. In the last two years this society 
has procured enough testimony relating to 
different kinds of phenomena to make sev- 
eral large volumes. There are what would 
appear to be most undeniable proofs of 
ghosts, phantasms of living persons, and su- 
perpatural phenomena of all kinds. The in- 
terest in the society’s work has rapidly ex- 
tended and has been much aided by cases 
voluntarily reported. The men at the head 
of it—Prof. S. P. Langley. Fullerton, Bow- 
ditch, William James, Newcomb, Richard 
Hodgson, and others—have given the under- 
taking all the credit of a serious purpose 
and an assurance that all fair and scientific 
methods would be employed and none others. 


‘The best cases they have now obtained are 


well attested and have been carefully inves- 
tigated by the various committees. 

It might have deen expected, from the 
prevalence of ghost stories, that cases of 
this nature would be reported in the 
greatest abundance, and that they could not 
possibly be worth much serious investi- 

tion. Results show, however, that by 

ar the most numerous and valuabie cases 
relate to the subject of thought transference. 
This subject, sometimes referred to under 
the name of “ telepathy,” includes all cases 
where one mind is supposed to have been m. 
fluenced consciously or unconsciously by 
another apart from the ordinary channels of 
sense, The society has not committed itself 
to any belief, one way or the other, 
as regards this or other branches of 
its work, but holds the position of 
an investigating body. The general pub- 
lic bas been made to assist by circulars 
calculated to bring out the tendency of 
popular belief or to secure data for ascertain- 
ing the centage of mere chance or coinci- 
dence. It bas been found, for example, that 
by far the greatest majority, in reply toa 
direct question, deny their belief in any- 
thing supernaturai, but most answers to the 
next question in order indicate that they be- 
lieve sufficiently to prefer not to spend the 
night in a house said to be haunted.

Twice since that time she has written to me, 
giving me some impression in regard to my con- 
dition or situation, both referring to cases of ill- 
ness or suffering of some kind, and both times 
her. impressions have proved correct enough to 
be considered remarkable, yet not so exact in de- 
tail or distinctness as the first time. I feel confi- 
dent that I have her original letter, but have not 
been able to command the time necessary to find 


it. 

I will add that the lady has told me that her 
vivid impression about me was only one of ten or 
twelve experiences of like sort near that time in 
relation to other people, and that in every case 
her impression proved correct. She was recover- 
ing then from along and nearly morta) illness, 
malarial fever contracted in Italy, and was for a 
long time in a most delicate and precarious con- 
dition. As her restoration to heaith progressed, 
sbe tells me, she found herself less and less sus- 
ceptible to impressions of the sort 9828283 


P. S.— The three occurrences above detailed 
comprise all the experiences of this sort which I 
have had in my life. 

N.“ MAKES HER STATEMENT. 

The accompanying statement from N. reads 
as follows—N. is a physician by profession, 
and writes from New York State; we have 
not interviewed her personally: 

: [Postmarked Aug. 16, 1286.] 

Prof. Royce: In the cunvaiescence from a 
malarial fever. during which great hypermsthesia 
of brain had obtained, but no hallucinations or 
false perceptions, I was sitting alone in my room, 
looking out of the window.

Third—The natural order of perception was re- 
versed—i. e.: the emotion came first, the sense 
of a personality second, the vision or perception 
of the person third.

The community founded and deserted two 
towns before settling here. Economy is one 
of thé most picturesque villages in the world, 
standing in the midst of an elevated plateau, 
which extends some four miles up and down 
the Ohio River, and slopes gently back to 
vineclad hilis which skirt it at the distance 
of nearly a mile. 7 

Two church services, a procession through 
the principal streets, and two elaborate van- 
quets were among the chief features of to- 
day’s celebration. One of the first buildings 
erected at Economy was a public hall 
with a seating capacity of about 1,000, and 
there it was that the Harmonists, as they 
call themselves, or the Economites, as they 
are popularly known, solemnly fessted to- 
gether. All the women ana girls in the 
community had devoted several days to a 
thorough cleaning of this editice. Many of 
the choicest calves and beeves had been fat- 


tened and killed expressiy for this occasion. 


| OLD-FASHIONED PEOPLES. 

Although the vanities of the flesh are 
severely frowned upon in this calm retreat, 
many a good old brother and sister brought 
forth some specially favored garment to 
wear upon this occasion. The dress of the 
Harmonites is precisely in accordance with 
the fashion of provincial rmany in 1 
the year of their immigration. The men 
wear long-tailed blue coats and broud- 
brimmed stovepipe hats, while the women 
dress in high-waisted, plain-skirted biue 
gowns and high-pointed caps of blue satin. 
Their costume is as uniform as that of a 
company of soldiers or of the inmates of a 
charity school. 7 

I repaired to the great hall, where a pro- 
cession was soon formed to march through 
the streets to the church. First came the 
elders Henrici and Lenz, both bowed by the 
weight of more than 83 years of life, and 
each with long, curling locks, white as snow, 
hanging nearly to the shoulders, and float- 
ing out upon the winter wind. They were 
followed by the other nine elders, who assist 
in governing the community, while after 
them came the members of the society and 
their workpeople. 

The streets through which we passed are 
sixty feet in width, crossing each other at 
right angles. On their corners and midway 
on the intervening sides are erected the 
dwellings—frame or brick two stories high, 
and ali of precisely the same economic style 
of architecture, having but one door, entered 
from a yard at the side. Each house is sur- 
rounded by a large vegetabie garden. When 
the procession finaliy terminated at the 
church the scene presented within its walis 
was a sad one. Death—princi rom old 

has reduced the membership of the 
ony Society from 1,000, which it once 
numbered in the days of its founder, to less 
than twenty-five aged men and women. 
THEY ARE CELIBATES. 

The society’s adoption in 1807 of the rigid 
practice of celibacy, which they have ever 
since strictly observed, ehecked its nutural 
increase, and the accessions of new members 
from Germany, which for a time maintained 
their numbers, ceased many years The 
church was well filled, however, by some 
400 or 500 work peopie whom the Harmonists 
are compelled to employ to farm their 3,500 
broad. acres, to develop tkeir rich oil and 
natural gas territory, and to carry on the 
various handicrafts necessary to render 
Economy independent of the outside world 
as regards everything worn, eaten, or in any 
way used. 

Harmonist opposition to marriage was 
formerly so bitter tnat the society would 
employ no married 3 but experience 
has taught them married men with 
wives and children are the steadiest, most 
industrious workmen, and they now hire 
families rather than any other help.“ To 
each of these families a house and garden is 
assigned rent free, and the streets of this 
— childless town are now overrun with 
children. All these hired people are 
„found“ by the Harmonists in everything 
but clothes. The society’s wagons go through 
the streets every morning gratuitously sup- 
plying each household with meat, bread, 
— vegetables, and groceries of the best 
q . 3 

HARD ON THE BOYS AND GIRLS. 

The government of this little kingdom is 
strictly patriarchal, Elder Henrici, its abso- 
lute ruler, is a kind father to all. Save in the 
matter of celibacy every inhabitant of Econ- 
omy must eer oa to all the rules of 
the society. All are required to attend 
church twice each Sabbath. Any one found 
out of bed af ter 9 o’clock on any night of the 
week is immediately banished from the town 
and all must rise at that poetic and

The Daily Routing of Life of His Baby 
Majesty. 

St. James’ Gazette: The exceedingly blue- 
blooded little gentieman who was born King 
of Spain will soon celebrate his third birth- 
day. ‘This sovereign, who has been in the 
world littie more than thirty months, and 
has succeeded in that brief space in calming 
the spirit of faction, rejoices in a vast variety 
of baptismal names in addition to the Al- 
fonso by which he is to be known in his- 
tory. He is, moreover, the well beloved 

son of the Roman Pontiff; the “‘vrother” 

of all wearers of crowns; the cousin of the 
Spanish grandees; his mother, the Queen 
Regent, speaks of him simply yet tenderly 
as the child.“ Alfonso XIII. is an ex- 
ceedingly handsome little fellow, with blonde 
hair which falls in beautiful curls upon his 
shoulders. He is all gavety, light-hearted- 
ness, and smiles. His joyous little Majesty 

ves no thought to his exalted vosition or his 

uture destinies. He reigns but does not gov- 

ern, leaving to his mother the care of signing 
every day great bundies of decrees and ap- 
pointments. And when a uniformed Min- 
ister comes from the Queen’s chamber, car- 
rying under his arm a portfolio stuffed with 
papers which have caused discussions, in- 
trigues, and great political debates, his 
Majesty, from his nurse’s arms, smiles upon 
him as — 2 to say, “ What has all that to 
do with me?” 

King Baby already enjoys the giories of a 
military and aciviihousehold. The Generals 
and aides-de-camp of the late King Aflonso 
are attached to the service of the Queen; but 
techn they form his Majesty’s military 
household. The civil establishment consists 
of the governess, Mme. acon, who held the 
same position toward ‘the late King; the 
doctors who are attached exclusively to the 
royal u, two or three major domos, a 
lady of honor, and several pages, footmen, 
and servants. The famous monteros of 
Espinosa watch over the King’s sleep in an 

ent adjoining the roval bed chamber. 
Tne little monarch’s life is simpie. He rises 
atan early hour,.is bathed, dressed, and 
handed over to the wet-nurse, who, in addi- 
tion to the semi-maternal duties which there 
is no longer any necessity that sne should 
fulfill, takes him out for airmgs and bears 
himin ber arms at state ceremonies. The 
nurse, Raymunda, at night occupies a bed by 
the side of the royal orib. Directly the King 
is dressed he is taken to his mother, who 
impatiently awaits his arrival. He is some- 
times present at the early morning audi- 
ences to Ministers and members of the royal 
family. His favorite amusement. while 
Queen Christina is thus occupied is to strum 
upon the tabie with his chubby little fingers.

In the first place,“ she began, I wish to 
say that I was incorréctiy reported the other 
day when I spoke before the association. 
Although I said that divorce laws should not 
be made more stringent, I did not advocate a 
greater laxity. Our present laws do not 
make divorce easy. It is always difficult to 
prove adultery, even if one is certain of the 
fact, and the merciful woman who pardons 
once will rarely find opportunity again to 
prosecute on that ground, even though the 
offense continues. In case of cruelty there 
must be two witnesses to two overt acts. 
Now, we know that husbands are 
less likely to show their brutality 
im company than in private. A wom- 
an may suffer much and long before 
anybody sees it; indeed, she naturaliy hides 
her woes from the world. Nearly every 
woman will suffer indignity rather than en- 
dure the publicity of the courts, the odium 
of divorce, and the acknowledgment that 
her marriage is a failure. About it were 
woven ‘all her romantic dreams. To give 
them up hurts her pride so much that she 
will hope against hope rather than relinquish 
them. This is true of nearly all women. 

Is there, then, no cause for divorce in 
this State that should be removed!“ 

„1 think not. Incompatibility of temper 
is not allowed, though there 1s provably no 
cause that can produce more unhappiness. 
It seems to me that married misery is an in- 
jury not only to the chief sufferers, but 
through the children, who inherit discord, 
to the whole community.“ 

„What is your opinion of the proposed uni- 
form marriage and divorce law!“ 

„ heartily approve it.“ 

“Would you also approve a clause limiting 
the time in which divorced persons might 
remarry ?’’ 

„No, I would not. That seems to me 
wholly a question for individual decision.” 

Dr. Fannie Dickinson said: 1 think uni- 
form laws on marriage and divorce should be 
passed. I do not object to divorce for any of 
the causes allowed in this State. Anything 
that makes domestic peace impossible should 
justify separation. But 1 do object to the 
common publicity of divorce. It should be 
kept as private as courting.” 

“Whatin your opinion is the cause of so 
much trouble? 

It is unenlightened girlhood, or perhaps 
it were better to say unenlightened youth. 
Young people should be taught the duties 
and responsibilities of married life before 
they enter it. So long as men and women 
are taught different standards of morality 
lack of harmony must result. Young men 
should be taught the duty of self-control.” 

Would you approve a clause forbidding 
ao apr remarriage of divorced peo- 
pie 

„For a short time, yes. It should not be 
easier to get married than to get a divorce. 
At present people are too easily and too ig- 
norantly united. Marriage snould be entered 
with more care and seriousness, when the 
need for frequent divorces would soon lessen. 

MRS. BRADWELL A CONSERVATIVE. 

Mrs. Myra Bradwell was found in her cozy 
little office on Clark street. I don’t quite 
like totalk about this question,“ said she. 
“The fact is that lam nearly a Catholic in 
my views regarding it.“ 

“ Then you wholly disapprove divorce?’’ 

“fT would fear to speak too positively on 
this point lest an unusually happy married 
life may have colored my prejudices. I cer- 
tainly would not have unhappy couples 
chained together—but the world is wide. 
Why shoula they need divorce! The great- 
est good of the greatest number should de- 
termine these things, and it seems to forbid 
our frequent divorces. If people knew that 
separation couid not be followed by new ties 
they would be more patient with each 
other.”’

Dr. Henrietta K. Morris said: 

»My experience as a physician has taught 
me that divorce is better than unhappy mar- 
riage. Quarreling between parents has not 
only a vad educational effect upon children 
but its prenatal influence is bad. The world 
is full of wicked people born of such cordi- 
tions. The physician’s relation to the patient 
is one of closest confidence, giving her an in- 
a of much that is hidden from the 
world.’ 

What do you think is the chief cause of 
discontent in marriage!“ 

“It is the little things,” she explained. 
“Husband and wife come careless of 
the little attentions so much prized, 
gradually becoming indifferent to each 
other. Men are vain, you know. Men are 
fond of attentions. If the wife is tired or 
careless, failing to bestow them, the husband 
seeks consolation with other women, and the 
mischief is done. Lam nota fanatic on these 
subjects, but believe that both are at fauit. 
Both break the vows they have made to each 
other. Fidelity means much more than is 
usually supposed. It is adifficult question, 
for people can’t help it if they cease to love.

„Should divorce be made more difficult?” 

"No, I think not.“

ON MORAL GROUNDS. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson said: “If it 
were possible I would ke to see uniform 
marriage and divorce laws all over the civil- 
ized world.“ , 

“What is your opinion of divorce?’ | 

That is a subject on which I seldom speak 
because of its great seriousness. If it were 
merely a question of happiness between hus- 
band and wife I would never approve di- 
vorce. No one is absolutely happy, and peo- 
ple might bear the results of their own mis- 
takes. However, I think itis not a question 
ot happiness at all, but one of duty simply. 
No man or woman has the right to bestow 
upon a child vicious parentage. Only by 
conscientious choice in this direction can the 
world be made better. Any great moral de- 
Unquency in either parent should justify 
separation. A thief will not be likely to 
have an honest child; a notorious liar is unfit 
to become a parent. It is our duty to give to 
our children a pure and moral pote on 
Remember, I put it on this ground only; but 
here I speak with emphasis.”’ 

“Should each separation be followed by 
divorce?”’ 

* Certainly ; it is a woman’s only protec- 

on.’ : 

„What of limiting the time in which di- 
vorced people might remarry?’ : 
To seek divorce merely to form new ties 
indicates a fearful state of depravity. If a 
law is made the time should be as remote as 
possible.“ 

Miss Ellen A. Martin, attorney, spoke with 
professional! reluctance. She said, however: 
It is not true that divorce is more easily 
obtained in [llinois than elsewhere. Our 
Judges try to be severe with these cases. Ver 
likely it happeps sometimes that false tenth 
mony is given, but that is not the fault of 
our laws regarding divorce. In my judgment 
these are fair and reasonable. Properly ad- 
ministered they are satisfactory.“ 

Do you think it is desirable to have uni- 
form laws on marriage and divorce in the 
various States!“ 

“It might be a thing if they were 
wisely framed. ifferent parts of the coun- 
try hold conflicting opinions on these mat- 
ters. They would find it hard to agree, and 
certainly advanced communities would not 
wish to go back to old fashioned ideas.” 

“What of forbidding remarriage within 
specified limits of time!“ 

It might accomplish good if the term did 
not exceed a year or two. To make it long 
would probably give encouragement to un- 
lawful unions. As that is a greater evil than 
divorce it would be better to permit honorabie 
marriage, The cure for present evils can 
only be found in the éultivation of a nigher 


civilization.“ 

Mrs. Celia Whippie Wallace, who has 
shown her interest in the public weal by de- 
voting her life and wealth to the cause of 
humanity, said seriousiy: “ I agree with the 
Catholic Church in these matters. It would 
probably be better if there were no divorces 
at all. It the hardness of men’s hearts makes 
it necessary I think the laws regarding it, as 
well as those concerning marriage, should be 
uniform in the different States. When I op- 
pose divorce I do not say that people should 
endure every wrong. There are good causes 
for separation.“ 

MRS. WOOLLEY’S SUGGESTIONS. 

Mrs. Celia P. Woolley. President of tne 
Woman's Club, said: 1 do not share the 
common anxiety in regard to divorce. In the 
first place, the number of unhappy marriages 
is overestimated. Probably they are fewer 
than ever before because the elements of 
happiness are more widely diffused. We 
hear of people’s domestic troubles now-a- 
days, and suppose they are more common 
than they used to be in times when private 
life was not reported in newspapers, but I 
don’t believe it. Divorce is certainly to be 
deplored. Its rapid increase seems like a 
backward movement, but I regard it asa 
symptom of the changing condiuons of so- 
ciety, whose general movement is in the 
right direction. ö 

a * vou any general suggestions to 
offer? 5 

“One cause of trouble is too early mar- 
riages. Young people are rashly mismated. 
There is danger, too, in the husband’s de- 
votion to business and the wife’s delight in 
intellectual pursuits. Either may become so 
-absorbed in these, or in pleasure, or fashion, 
as to grow careless of the other’s happiness. 
Husbands and wives should,seek to remain 
companionable to each other. If they wouid 
share their interests to a greater degree— 
the husband interesting his wife in his work 
and plans, the wife sharing her thoughts with 
him—they would not so easily grow apart.“ 

Do you think there should be uniform 
laws of marriage and divorce in the different 
States!“ 

It seems desirable to me, but 1 have not 
considered the matter much. There may be 
objections that do not occur to me.“ 

“Should divorced people be forbidden to 
marry for a time!“ 7 

**Such a provision might accomplish some 

but I doubt if tis a proper matter 
or legislative contral. Law should interfere 
as little as possible with the indtvidual.“ 

“My ideas are old-fashioned,” said Dr. 
Julia Holmes Smith. I am a churchwoman 
and believe in divorce only for Scriptural 
reasons. If-people cannot live together in 
peace it is better to separate; but why should 
they build other discordant homes? If a 
man is intemperate his wife should not live 
with him. Lawor no law, I shouid think 
she would leave him. It is a sin to give a 
child such pareatage. But why have a di- 
vorce? Let men and women bear the conse- 

uences of their mistakes. The only excep- 
on I would make is in case of unkaithful- 
ness.

It was not by a nis suppressive club 
nor at the shotof his ready revolyer that 
Bonfield put out the old outlaw’s light, and 
after all the manslaughter rests with no cul- 
pable weight upon the broad shoulders of 
Chicago's great ex-policeman.

BEETHOVEN’S INFLUENCE FELT. 


According te Dr. Trimmel It Is Apparent in 
Schumann's Writings. 

Dr. Th. Trimmel, in a Viennese music jour- 
nal, calls attention to passages in Schu- 
mann’s works which have apparently been 
derived more or less directly from Beetho- 
ven’s writings, following the leadjof Dr. Alfr. 
Chr. Kalischer, who some time since pub- 
lished an article of considerable length enti- 
tled Beethoven in the Light of Robert 
Schumann.” Portions of Dr. Trimmel’s arti- 
cle, translated especially for Tue TRIBUNE, 
will no doubt be of interest to all who are 
familiar with the Schumaan pianofor te liter- 
ature. The main features of Dr. Trimmel's 
contribution to the subject are as follows. 

„When I, for example, noticed how Schu- 
mann in certain portions of his fantasie 
stück Fabel, where he treats in canon-like 
imitation and diminution a motive of four 
notes of equal values, was ap ntly incited 
by a related passage in Beethoven’s eighth 
symphony, it gave me an important starting 
point for the observation of the connection 
of styles, which, notwithstanding all diver- 
sities of art characteristics, existed between 
the later romanticist and tne older classicist. 
And, further, when I discovered an echo of 
the descending third progression of the in- 
troduction to thoven’s fourth 1 
in Schumann's littile piano work in 
*‘Winterszeit’ (the second in the sec- 
ond ‘Album for the Young’) it 
made the above specified relationship 
stili more evident. Even more striking is 
the reminiscence of the same composer’s 
fourth symphony in Schumann's Schlum- 
merhed’ (No. 16 of the Album Leaves,’ op. 
124) when one turns to the adagio of the 
symphony, taking the first measure of the 
melody. where the principal subject returns, 
The sixteenth triplets of the third quarter in 
this measure will be reco without diffi- 
culty in the Schumann Schlummerlied.“ 

More or less striking are the suggestions 
of Beethoven in several sin the Schu- 
mann ‘Papilions’ (in No. 6 the rapid middie 
group ana in No. 10 the second division), 
where a figure in contrary motion through 
the intervals of the triad appears, as similar- 
ly to be found in Beethoven’s sonata, op. 110, 
at tne beginning of the allegro motto 2 the 
fourth measure. Schumann had undoubted- 
ly practiced that not easy passage with indus- 
try, and thereby strongly impressed it upon 
his inner consciousness. Apparently the 
andante of Beethoven’s sonata, op. 109, exer- 
cised also an influence upon the Papilions.’ 

** The second variation probably furnished 
the stimulating cause for the second number 
of the same work. Often a distinct reminis- 
cence of the Beethoven E flat concerto meets 
the eye in the last number of the 
‘Papilions.’ The Schumann theme is 
evidently suggested by measures 11 and 12 of 

thoven’s rondo, though Schumann writes 
quarter notes in rapid tempo, while Beetho- 
ven — eighths in a slower movement. 
Industrious Schumann players and admirers 
of Beethoven should give their attention 
methodically to such things, even though the 
labor is not inconsiderable. An allusion to 
the connecting link between Beethoven’s and 
Schumann’s muse bas recently been made by 
Bernhard Vogel in his essay Robert Schu- 
mann’s Klaviertonpoesie.“ Dr. Trimmei 
also contributes a hitherto unpublshed let- 
ter from Maurice Schlesinger to Beethoven. 
It possésses especial interest, inasmuch as the 
sonatas referred to are among Beethoven’s
